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GULDWIN SMITH. 

Prof, Goldwin Smith having announced 
that he will soon retire from activity in 
the field of controversy upon the politica] 
or semi-political questions of the hour, it 
will not be out of place to give expression 
toan opinion of Mr. Smith and his careet 
on this continent. Mr. Smith came to the 
United States with a strong predisposition 
toward Republicanism; but after a very 
brief residence in that country he removed 
to Canada, and located in Toronto. Whe 
ther Mr, Smith had found his short experi- 
ence in the United States sufficient to dis 
gust him with Republicanism, or that he 
imagined Canada offered a more promising 
field for his ambition, we know not. Cer- 
tain it is, however, that he married and 
“settled down” in the Queen City of Onta- 
rio, and at once entered upon a career of 
activity in political, literary, educational 
and municipal matters. It is, however, 
solely with his career as a politician that we 
have to do. 

Having been an advanced Radical, if not 
8 Republican, in England, Mr. Smith nat 
urally inclined towards the Grit party in 
Canada; but that party was then ruled 
through the Globe by the late Hon. George 
Brown, aod it was not long before Mr. 
Smith, revolting against the'tyranny of the 
dictator and disapproviog of his coarse 
though vigorous literary style and the un- 
justifiable personal attacks on his oppon- 
ents with which Mr, Brown spiced his col- 
umns, became an object of hostility to the 
Globe and a bitter personal warfare was the 
result. Mr. Smith established a weekly 
organ through which to address the public, 
which he did without much effect othor 
than to excite admiration of his polished 
literary style and approval of his gentle- 
manly methods. Then he drifted—firat he 
became an advocate of that long since dead 
Oanada first idea; subsequently he con- 
demned Government by party; then he 
took up the cry on bohalf of the National 
Policy and gave it the support of his charm- 
ing pen, and scored the one success of his 
career; next he fora time neglected ‘poli 
ties ; subsequently he began to grumble 
agaiust the N. P.; and tiaally ho embraced 
the Wiman fad, in support of which he has 
spoken and written much with all his usual 
elegance of diction, but with less success 
than rewarded any of his previous efforts 
in the polltical arena. Now, disappointed 
and dirguated, he announces his retirement 
from the field of politics, 

Such has been tho career of Prof. Gold- 
Win Smith os a politican on this continent 
His brilliance as a writer, his admitted tal- 
ents o8 a controversialist, have availed him 
nothing. Ho has proved a complete failure 
in the walk in which he sought to achieve

1 have ever been a sincere admirer of

He may laugh at her witticisms and feel a 
certain amount ef compulsory gallantry 
necessary toward the woman who tells him 
she finds her only pleasure in the suciety of 
mep, yet in his heart he neither admires 
nor respects her. 

As arule, the women who are forever 
complaining of bud treatment from their 
own sex are the women who have brought 
it upon themselves. Some one has said 
that we find in a bock what we take to it. 
The same rule applies to humanity; we find 
in people what we take to them, 

L have taken to my own sex sympathy,

In all the vast numbers of girls and wo- 
men I haye known intimately, uot more 
than one in twelve have I found to be un- 
kind, vindictive, or marred by envy which 
could not be overcome.

Yet women have f.ults, A lovely woman 
is the most beautiful thingin existence, I 
would rather seo ashandsome woman than 
the most wonderful scenery nature can off- 
er, or the most marvellous work of immor- 
tal art. ’ 

The greatest heroism | have ever fotmd 
in human nature has been in the lives of 
women. The man who rushes into the 
thick ef battle and waves a flag in the face 
of the enemy and falls pierced by a score of 
bull-ts, does net display half the heroism 
that every patient and uncomplaining moth- 
er of an increasing family exhibits daily. 

The man who risks his own life to rescue 
some drowning creature is not 80 brave as 
many a wife who endures neglect, indiffer- 
ence, and even disloyalty from one who 
has sworn to be her protector, and sits 
through lonely evenings at home, looks 
alluring temptation in the eyes and turns 
away, and carries a smiling face to the 
world. 

The physical pain, the heart-hunger, the 
lonely hours, that make half the life of the 
average woman, would drive the average 
man to & lunatic asylum before he reached 
middle age. 

Yet lovely, 
faults. 

One of her most foolish blemishes is a 
mawkish sentimentality toward criminals, 
You have but to watch the trial of some 
brutal murderer or notorious forger, to find 
that his lady sympathizers keep his cell 
blooming with bouquets, and render his 
prison life endurable by various delicate 
sttentions. I can recall a number of these 
instances during the past year. Ll do not 
thiuk this is attributable to woman’s tender 
heart or sympathetic nature so much as to 
her sentimentalism; else she would be 
more merciful toward some erring sister 
who needs her sympathy. 

I know a bright, good, agreeable young 
lady who is unvaryingly severe in her de- 
nunciations of any lapse from morality in 
the most sorely tempted woman.

An excellent-principled young lady of my 
acquaintance believes that any woman who 
has erred has no right to ask or expect sym- 
pathy from those who have resisted tempta- 
tion, ‘They cannot eat their cake and 
keep it, too,” is her way of ending all ar- 
guments on this subject. Yet one day | 
heard her express great sympathy for an 
escaped murderer who was pursued by 
justice. *‘* Poor fellow,” she sighed, ‘* I 
shall feel so sorry if they catch him.” Yet 
this man had served a term once in prison, 
only to come forth and murder a va uable 
citizen in cold blood because he tried to de- 
fend his own property from burglars. The 
widow and orphans of the victim did not 
appeal to her sympathies, but the pursued 
murderer did, 

It is nothing but the most morbid state 
of sentimentalism which prompts so many 
women to indulge in this sort of feeling, 
and it needs a severe course of * allopath- 
ic’ treatment. 

Women in public places are rudely selfish 
and thoughtless of one another's comfort. 
They will spread themselves over seats in 
street cars and other conveyances of travel, 
occupying unnecessary room, and allow an- 
other woman to stand, holding a child or a 
large bundle in her arms. Ihave seen this 
done repeated)y in almost every city in the 
United States. 

I have received scowls and indignant 
glances from women when I have firmly, if 
gently, insisted that thene was quite enough 
room for me in the street car if they would 
ait closer. 

I could count on the fingers of one hand 
the times I have seen a Jady rise to give an 
older or more burdened atranger a seatina 
public conveyance, The surprised grati- 
tude which euch an act receives is in itself 
evidence of its rarity of occurrence. 

We all ought to reform ourselves in this

The Detroit Hree Press saya: A vory 
curious number is 142,557, which multiplied 
by 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 or 6 gives the same figures

THE LEAGUE AND CRIME. 


Important Testimony Given Before the Par- 
nell Conmisston 

Lonpox, Dec. 1,—It has heen an import 
ant if nota sensational week of the Parnoll 
Commission. The Times has at lash begun 
its effort toconnect the League more direotl 
with crime. Mr. Crane, District Inspectot 
of Police in Ireland, is a shining exaniple of 
this new class of witnesses. Ho is an Eng- 
lishman educated at Oxford and belongin, 
socially to the landlord, not to the tenan 
class. Kerry was his district. The sub- 
stance of his evidence was that Kerry down 
to 1879 was quiet, order ly and poat eful; the 
landlords popular, the rents paid; evic tions 
began m 1880; the Leaguo came in 1851, 
and disorder and crime came with it; coer- 
cion stopped much of this crime, but when 
coercion ceased crime revived, again to dim- 
inish as coercion was renowed. He asserted 
that there was a direct connection between 
the League and the Moonlighters, Wher- 
ever, he said, the Land League existed, 
Moonlighters were sure to be found. Mr. 
Crane was asked in cross examination, ‘*Do 
you suggest that branches of the League apd 
the Moonlighters are in co-operation?” He 
answered, ‘Ido, Isay that a majority of 
the Moonlighters are National Leaguors; 
but not a majority of the National Leaguers 
arc Moonlighters, The resolutions of the 
League were invariably carried out by the 
Moonlighters.” And to this opinion Mr. 
Crane adhered through all the vicissitudes 
of cross-examination. Mr. Wright, another 
police inspector, swore to the same thing. 
“I know,” said he, “the Moonlightera car- 
ried out the League’s behest.” This cvi- 
dence will of course be disputed by the de- 
fendants, but it is at least evidence, and 
very strong evidence, until overthrown, 

Yosterday brought Mr. Hussey into the 
witness box, the famous land agent to Lord 
Kenmare and other great land owners. He, 
like Mr. Leonard last week, had the whole 
Irish question at his fingers’ ends. He is an 
owner of land as woll as a land agent. ‘‘We 
had no serious trouble,” he said, ‘till the 
League appeared." He was on excellent 
terms with his own and his employers’ ten- 
ants down to 1880; since then rents have 
been unpaid, evictions resisted and crimes 
froquent. He himself went about under po- 
lice protection, and his house, with women 
and children inside, was blown down with 
dynamite. Sir Charles Russell's cross-ex- 
amination of Mr, Hussey is one of 
the most interesting and instructive epi- 
sodes of the trial. They wore a fair match. 
Each knew his case thoroughly. Sir 
Charles’ point was that Kerry before 1879 
was by no means the Arcadia Mr. Hussey 
had painted. Theo Mr. Biggar took Mr, 
Hussey in hand with this startling result: 

Question—You say you were popular 
down to 1880? 

Answer—I was fairly popular till you 
named mo as a subject for murder in Castle 
Island, and promised if 1 was shot that the 
person charged with the murder should have 
the moans of obtaining a fair trial. 

“T suppose,” remarked Sir James Hannen, 
blandly, ‘‘we shall have Mr. Biggar’s 
speech?” and the Attorney-General cheer: 
fully undertook that it should be forthcom- 


ing. 


UNCLE SAM'S BANKS. 


Annual Reportof the Comptroller of the 
Treasury—Bond Purchases. 

Wasuincton, Dec. 2.—The total amount 
of bonds purchased to date under the 
circular of April 17 is $97,101,550. The 
total cost of these bonds was $115,377,115., 

The twenty-sixth annual report of the 
Comptroller of the Currency contains a 
sumimary of the condition of the national 
banks during the year. The number re- 
porting on Oct, 4 was 3140, of which the 
capital stock exceeded $592,000.000, surplus 
funds $185,000,000, other undivided profits 
$70,000,000 and the outstanding circulation 
wainst bonds 815),702,000 Vhe individual 
deposits amounted to §$1,350,000,000 and 
government deposits to $56,000,000, The 
total number of new national banks organ- 
ized during the year was 132, Forty-two 
banks wentout of the system during tho 
year, of which 34 went into voluntary 
liquidation and 8 failed. The net 


increase 
of capitalin the year has been over $14 
000,000 and the net decrease of circulation 


ne $17,000,000, During the year 34 
dividends have been paid to creditors of 
insolvent national banks, ‘ggrogating 
83,523,055 and the aflairs of five failed 
banks have been closed, in cach case the 
croditors receiving payment in full.

This is no 
longer the case, In several regions the stock 
of ivory is nearly or quite exhausted, and 
still villages are hourly burned and their in- 
habitants murdered or put into slave chains, 
clogs and forks. The only difference is that 
now, the able bodied men being no longer re- 
quired for the painful and laborious work of 
ivory porters, they, along with the aged of 
both sexes, are slaughtered in cold blood, 
while their wives, sisters, daughters and 
young children are dragged uway to become 
the servants, concubines, and of 
depraved and debauched mongrels,—Tho 
National Review.

The Manchester Ship Canal now gives 
employment to 8,568 men and boys, 61 
steam navvies, 98 locomotives, 49 steam 
cranes, 3,221 waggons, and 104 pumping 
and other engines, As showing the popu 
larity of the concern, it is stated that 
there are over 40,000 shareholders, no 
inconsiderable number of these being 
working men. Extraordinary activity 
is being shown throughout the Canal, 
and additional men are conatantly be- 
ing evgaged. Many applications have 
already been made to the directora for 
sites for warehouses, etc. In a very short 
time the docks and wharves will be com- 
menced, Other ship canals, it is thought, 
will soon be built, if the construction of the 
Manchester canal should prove a financial 
success, a8 there is no duubt it will be an 
engineering success. Sheftield, Birming 
ham, and Bristol, seem to be waiting their 
opportunity in this direction, and a prelim- 
iuary survey has just been made for a canal 
from Sheftield to the coast at Goole, show- 
ing a feasible and reasonably cheap route, 


Canadian Frutr, 

It is pleasant to see that Canadian fruit 
is growing in favor abroad. In the mar- 
kets of the world, wherever they have been 
introduced, according to the last official re- 
port of the Experimental farm, Canadian 
apples obtain the highest prices, For flavor, 
tint, keeping qualities and power to resist 
the perils of transportation,they are unsur- 
passed in apy country in the world. The de 
mand for them is constantly increasing,and 
the more widely they are known, the 
more certain are they to be prized, It is 
not without reason believed that, as this 
demand is already ia excess of the produc- 
tion, it will soon require all the energy and 
thought of native growers to keep pace with 
it. With such an assured future before it, 
attention can justly be claimed to apple 
culture as one of the most promising of 
Canadian industries, But there must be 
no Jagging behind. —Montreal Gazette. 


Novel Harbor Defence,

The jowellers were not such 
favorites with us, as, being Jows, they lived 
in their quarters —tho ‘‘Mallah’—which is 
unrivalled, | think, by anything I have 
ever seen for dirt. They are, however, 
skilful workers in silver and gold and brass, 
So much has been written and said about 
the porsecution ¢ f the Jews by the Moora 
that a word or two on the subject may nob 
be out of place, Nodoubt the Jews have 
been and aro still, to a small extent, perse- 
outed ; but is not tobe wondered at, for 
they swindle, on every p vasible opportun 
ity, the slow, thick headed Moors, who 
borrow money from them without the least 
understanding at what interest they are 
repaying it, which is generally something 
like ten per cent. per month When one 
arrives in the country of Morocco, just as 
when one firat sees the Jews in Rissia, one 
is apt to pity; but experience of a few 
days teaches one differently, and one learna 
that, after all, it is more their fault than 
that of the Moors, whom they despise, and 
make the victims of their hard hearted 
usury. Ido not at all mean to say that all 
the Jewsin the country are the same. I 
am speaking now of towns now like Moroc- 
co and Fiz, where they are in the same 
atate of civilization oa the Moors themselves 
—only dirtier. A distinctive dress is worn 
by the Jews, the jelab being of dark blue 
embroidered cloth, and a small! black cap ; 
for none are allowed to wear th» red fez. 
[n many of the cities they are strictly con- 
fined to their **Mellah,"”’ though allowed to 
walkin other parts of the town barefooted 
One sees them taking cff their shoes as they 
pass through the gate which divides the 
Moorish quarter from their own. The 
Jewesses are sometimes pretty, and always 
vain, and, when they get the chance, dress 
in European costume, which often comcs 
from Paris. A place that was a constant 
and almost daily resort was the ‘* keseria,” 
or auction market—a lony, wide covered 
bazaar, with shops down either side, 
Here, about’4 o'clock in the afternoon, Mo- 
roccvu gathers together to do its business, 
The auctions are managed on very different 
plans to ours in England, as the auctioneers 
—there are a number of them—rush about 
amongst the people, carrying the articles for 
sale, and shouting out the latest bid. Of 
course this gives a great opening for ficti 
tious bids, especially when Europeans are 
present. The scene isa purely Eastern one, 
and equally charming. In the half gloom 
of the bazaar are crowds of Moors, some in 
the fine white haik, which betokens wealth 
and position ; some in little more than the 
historical string of beads. Here we bought 
many curiosities — daggers and carpets, haiks 
and leather work—in fact, all varieties of 
native produce. Every day or so some in- 
congruous article would be put up for sale ; 
one day it was a small parasol of a light buff 
color,and trimmed with lace—almost a doll’s 
parasol, so small it was. I[t was sold for 
about a sovereign to the fiercest looking of 
our warriors, who used it to shade himself 
all the journey back to Tangier, much to 
our amusement, though hs saw no joke init 
and gave himself terrible airs on its account. 
The scenes in the stree} would often be 
varied by a wedding, the gay procession 
passing by tothe music of some score of 
tomtoma and pipes—the bride shut up in a 
box on the back of a mule,or even a donkey, 
Funerals, too, were constantly occurring, 
as | suppose they are all over the world. Of 
the two, I preferred the funerals, as the 
musio was much softer and more sweet; and 
one of the two death chants they sing, real- 
ly beautiful. As in other parts of the ori- 
ental world, the relatives of the deceased 
pay people to attend the funerals, and 
mourners are hired at so much a dozen —a 
gross at an enormous reduction. —London,

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FISH AND GAME. 


In’a letter to the INTELLIGENCER, Mr. 
Francis Peck expresses the wish that the 
fishermen and farmers (of this sectiun, we 
take it) “‘would club themselves together 
‘and ask for their rights, and not allow 
**the sporting clubs to get the fishery and 
** game laws all their own way.” 

As Mr. Peck is toc fair-minded to mis 
represent, he must have been misinformed 
in regard to this matter. There is but one 
sportsman’s club, so far as we are aware, io 
this part of the country, namely the Balle 
ville Gun and Rifle Club, and that club has 
never sought to interfere with the rights of 
any person. Its efforts have been directed 
towards the protection of beasts, birds and 
fishes duriog their season of reproduction 
and until such time as they are able to take 
care of themselves and are fit for human 
food. In this, we take it, the club has pot 
*ovaded the rights of any one. The best 
evidence that such is the case has been giv- 
en by the fact that the Layislature of Uu- 
tario, which numbera many farmers amongst 
its members, has passed the game laws 
which are now in existence and amended 
them, as experience showed was advisable. 
Similarly, the Dominion Parliament en- 
acted and amended the fishery laws. 

The object of these laws is to prevent 
the extermination of the furred, feathered 
and scaly denizens of our woods and waters, 
for lacking strong restraint, that most un- 
desirable result would very soon be at- 
tained. 

We believe that Mr, Peck and every re 
spectable Ashermsn and every law abiding 
hunter have the same object in view as 
have the members of the sportsman’s club, 
therefore if a conference could be held it 
would be of service to the public in dissi- 
pating causeless prejudice and creating 
harmony in matters in which it is muoh to 
be desired.

A Cantilever Bridge, 

Since the designs of the Forth Bridge 
were published many cantilever bricg+s 
have been built in America and elsewhere, 
and the term cantilever has thus become 
familiar to the public, Such was not the 
case originally and cne of the first ques- 
tions asked by visitors to the Forth Bridge 
waa, *‘What isa cantilever bridge?’ The 
word ** cantilever” is, as will be shown ia 
Dr, Murray's new LEuglish dictionary, 
several hundred yeara old. It means 
simply a bracket or projecting arm ; and a 
cantilever bridge consisis of two such 
brackets aud a central beam conneciiug 
the two ends, When lecturing recently at 
the Royal Lnostitution, | exhibited what 
might be termed a living model of the 
Forch Bridge, arranged as follows: ‘*Two 
men sitting on chairs extended their arma 


and supported the same by graspiug sticks 


butting agelust the chairs. ‘This repre

men, aud the anchorages of the cantilevers 
by ropes extending from the other hands f 
the men to a couple of piles of bricks, 
When stresses were brought to bear on this 


system by a load on the central beam, the

In the Forth 
Bridge it is to be imagined that the chairs 


are paced a third of a mile apart ; that the 


men’s heads are 340 feet above the ground; 
that the pullon each urm is abous 4,000 
tons; the thrust ou each stick over 6,000 
tous, and the weight on the leys of the chair 


about 25,000. The advantages of the cauti 


lever system of coustruction as regaids 
simplicity and rigidity were appreciated by 
the Chinese hunndreda of years ago, aud 
many timber structures on that principle 


are still to be found. No important metallic 


structure of the kind was,however,in exist- 
ence previous to the publishivg of the de- 
The advantages 
of the syatem under the conditions fouud at

AcScenantion Cansed by Thelr Efforts to 
Eject the Devil. 

Huntinatox, Ind., Dec, 5.—David and 
Jacob Dill have been preaching holiness or 
sanctification by fasting, The brothers 
have exemplified their faith on several 
occasions by shutting themselves up ina 
room and remaining without food for sever- 
alco.

Last night, after 
returning from a holiness meeting which 
they held near the Jucobs farm, they be- 
came possessed with the idea that the devil 
was in their room, and they ende: vored to 
dvive him out, The furniture flew in every 
direction, A rocking chair crashed through 
the window and landed in the middle of the 
street, followed by other articles of house- 
hold use, The people of the house at which 
they are stopping rushed to the room and 
endeavored to quiet the fanatics, but were 
for emissaries of the evil one and 
driven into the street by a fusillade of all 
of objects. The neighbors were 
aroused by the crash of breaking glass and 
furniture, and finally, after u desper- 
ate struggle, the brothers were overpowered 
aud bound.

THU BABEL BUILDING WHICH IS TO BE ERECT 
ED IN MINNEAPULIS 
The Pittsburg Gaselle says; Architect 


Osterling, of Ubia city, hus received from L 
D. Buflinton, the designer, copies of the 
drawings of the wondertul twenty-eight 
story building which is to be erected at 
Minneapolis,Minon, The marvellons edifice 
will be vighty feet square and will have a 
court-yard in the centre None of the 
«ffices which thia structure will contain 
will front on this court-yard, as tho inten: 
tion is to have all the rooms front on the 
four outersides of the building. The build- 
ing proper is & continuous skeleton of iron, 
commencing at the footings made of that 
material aud continuing of iron and steel to 
itafull height. The framework will consist 
of a series of laminated riven iron poate, 
diminishing in s)ze as they ascend, braced 
diagonally after the mannor of lattice 
bridge girders They horizontally 
braced by the beams of each floor, which 
form an integral portion of the building. 
The whole frame is covered on the exterior 
by a non-conducting substance. The ex- 
terior is formed ot stone and copper. ‘The 
atone is covered at each story by means of 
horizontul shelves mado of iron, These 
shelves are concealed by the stone and are 
handsomely carved on the ou'side, The roof 
ia to be of iron, except the apex, which Is to 
be made of glass. Ic is shaped exactly ]\ke 
the roof of the court house in this city. 
The glass portion of it wil be used as a 
lookout tower, from which the surrounding 
country may be viewed. The grand 
rotunda, located on the first floor, will have |

twelve elevators and two flizhta of stairs. 
The latter must certainly be for ornament, 
The elevators are so arranged that each one 
does service for only two fl .ore, The 
passeuger who intends going to the twenty- | 
fifth or twenty-sixth floor may be able to 
m ke the trip without stopping, thus ex 
pediting thevlevatorservic» greatly There 
will be no woodwork in the building except 
the doors and windows. The building will 
be so erected that when completed no por- 
tion of the structural iron will be visible, 
Each « flice will have its own safe or series 
of safes built on the outer wall and forming 
part of the structure. Ths reduced thick- 
neas of the walls is another fea'ure of the 
building. Those on the exterior do not 
exeeed 22 inches. The structure will not 
weigh as much as an ordinary masonry one, 
and is much cheaper and mere quickly 
boilt. It will be 350 feet hiph, and will 
contain 728 roome, all of which, as stated 
above, frout on the street.

How to Prove that the Earth Turns, 

1t has puzz'ed the heads of a good many 
youngsters to know how the earth turns 
round. A German educational j»urpal, pub 
lished in Frankfort, gives the tullowing di- 
rections fur proving that the earth ** does 
move:” ** Take w good-sized bow), fill it 
nearly full of water, and place it upon the 
floor of aroom which isnot exposed to shak- 
iog or jatring from the street. Sprinkle 
over the surface of the water a coating of 
lycopedium powder, a white substance 
which is sometimes used for the purpcses 
of the toilet, and which can be obtained at 
almost any apothecary’s, Then upon the 
surface of this coating of powder make, with 
powdered charcoal, a straight black line,say 
an inch or two in length. Having mad» 
this little black mark with the charoval 
powder on the surface of the contents of 
the bowl, lay down upon the floor, close 
to the bowl, astick or some other straight 
ot jct, 80 that it will be exactly parallel 
wich the mark.

This gives them ample time for disbanding 
on Sunday, and would make it pretty diffi- 
cult for ;he State authorities to prove that 
they were not at home during those hours. 
Geuerally their victims offer but little 
resistance. Dragged from a warm bed, 
usually unarmed, confronted suddenly by 
half a hundred masked “knights” on horse-

| bad with us, in this way: First we dugs hole 
in the sard on the beach, in d secluded place, 
and then sunk the basket in the sand, so that 
its upper edge, when it was put in place, was 
about four inches from the surface of the 
water, 

«Tho basket filled quickly with water, and 
then wo put the fish into it. and left them 
over night, supposing thatthe height of the 
upper rim of the basket above the water 
would preveat the fish from leaping out. 
Next morning Walter went bright and early 
to get the fishes, but they had all disappeared, 

"As it was quite unlikely that any one 
could have found and taken the fish, we were 
forced to the conclusion that they had jumped 
out of the basket. 

‘A fow days afterward Walter went fish- 
ing alone, and returned somewhat late in the 
afternoon without any fish. Iasked him if 
ho bad caught none, 

‘Oh, yes; caught quite a lot,’ sald ho, 

** Where are they? 

‘*In the basket,’ 

‘**Won't they jump out, just as the others 
diay 

"Ob, no—not this time, papa.’ 

“IT smiled, resolving to let tho event teach 
him. Next morning be wished me to gowith 
him and see if the fish were in the basket. I 
went, expecting to flad nothing but water in 
it, as before, but was astonished to find that 
there were quite a number of fishes in it. 

“Walter, you know, isa boy of extremely 
fow words; it is necessary to question him to 
get anything outof him. Sol asked bim to 
explain how be managed to keep those from 
jumping out 

“' Weil, papa,’ said ho, ‘I caught some 
morning, and I thought I 
would try an experiment. I came and got 
the basket from tho place where we left it the 
other day, and curried it around there behind 
that sandy bar. I sunk it in a place whero 
there was water cnough in the sand to fill the 
basket, but where if the fish jumped out they 
could only flop around on the sand and 
couldn't get to the water.

*** After every one had jumped out, I was 
curious to see whether they would jump a 
second time, Two of them did leap out 
again, and I Jet those stay out on the hot 
sand a little longer than I did the first time, 
Then I put them back in the basket. 

***No m_re tried to jump out, and 1 was 
sure that they bad learned their lesson, So 
1 took the basket, and pulled it along through 
the water to the same place where we had it 
before, and sunk it there. And you sec, none 
of the fishes Lave jumped out. They’re all 
hero, every ono!’ 

“Walter was so gleeful over tho success of 
his experiment that be had really become 
quite talkative, Ho had, it was plain, suc- 
ceeded in convoying it to the intelligence of 
theso fishes, by an experience very un- 
pleasant to them, that they bad better not 
leap out of the basixet.”

TILBURY MURDER CASE. 


Some Atrong Evidence Given Against the 
Prisoner Todd Quick, 


CHATHAM, Dec, 7.—The preliminary trial 
of Todd Quick of Colchester, for the murdor 
of W.lson Holton in Tilbury on July 16, 
began before Police Magistrate Houston yes- 
terday. The prisoner was defended by Mr. 
Pegley of Chatham, and Mr. McHugh of 
Windsor. Mr, Douglas, Q C., conducted 
the prosceution, Dr, Ellis and Dr. Bell re- 
peated the evidence given at the inquest, as 
Ee ooe Morris, at whose house Holton 
died, 

James Mulder, colored, swore that on 
the night of Sunday, July 15, Quick took a 
livery rig from the stable of James 
Drummond of Harrow, He brought it 
back on Tuesday morning, and was then 


dressed in a brown checked suit, with 
light felt hat. Prisoner had several 


interviews with witness, asking him to 
deny that prisoner had the rig away. He 
got him to go to Mr. Bell, J.P., to make an 
affidavit that prisoner never hired a rig 
from Drummond. For this he was promis- 


ed $50, Prisoner said if it were known he 
would get into trouble and have to tell 
who *urdored Holton. A rigid cross-ex- 


amination failed to shake his testimony ma- 
terially 

Alfred Hodgkins lived about a mile from 
Holton. About 4 o'clock on the day of tho 
murder prisoner called and asked for oats 
and water for his horse, Hodgkins posi 
vely identified Quick as the man, and his 
description of the horse and rig tallied to a 
hair.

She 
described the buggy asa top one with red 
wheels.

EXTRAORDINARY ZIGZAGING OF A STREAK OF 
JOVE S FIRE. 

H. BE. Sprague, of Scituate, R, 1. during 
the storm of Wednesday night, says the 
Boston Herald, had a remarkable and terri 
fying experience. He and Mrs. Sprague 
retired a few minutes before midnighs. On 
the other side of the room was a desk, on 
which’a lighted lamp was left, The couple 
had not been in bed five minutes before a 
most terrific series of rattling discharges 
burst all around them, accompanied by the 
crash of splintered wood and the noise of 
falling furniture, A neighbor who saw the 
discharge which desccnded upon the house 
says it came from the heavensin the form 
of a glowing ball, and just before reaching 
the earth in bur tlike « yigantic sky rocket, 
with a deafening noise and a great blaz» of 
light. Mr, Sprague’s light was extinguish 
ed by the concussion, but he had an alarm 
ing light from another part of the hous , 
and reassuring his wife, as they were both 
uvhurt, they devoted their energies to put 
ting outs fire which the eleoric fluid had 
started in the cotton batcing under the sit 
ting room carpet, 

An inspection of the place by daylight 
revenlod an example of the lightning’s 
fevake, stopping short of fatali: jury, which 
is seidom sean, The discharge a peared to 
have firat struck a locust tree which stood 
soine distance sout-east of the house. [et | 
ran down its truok, leaving ita tracks in | 
nine distinctly marked veins. Following a 
root, a partot the discharged fluid ran off 
to a well still further from the house, where 
the well curb was shattered to fragmenta, 
The corner post of the house nearest the 
locust tree was struck and displaced, and a 
corner: f an iron sinkinside wrenched away, 
After tapping a stuve in the same room the 
current appeared to have dodged under the 
partition, through the floor into the cellar, 
re-appearing in the bedroom in which Mr 
and Mrs. Sprague were. The two footposts 
of the bed in which the couple were lying 
were shivered into kindling, all the casters 
were thrown from under the bed, the wire 
spring mattress on which they lay was burn- 
ed across the foot, and all the irons holding 
the side pieces to the head and foot boards 
were torn violently from their places and 
thrown to diff-rent parts of the room. The 
bed was completely wrecked, andthe cur- 
rent must have psssed within four or five 
inches of Mrs. Sprague’s head, The corn 
er boards in this room were also shatter- 
ed. 
Under the kitchen, the room firat enter- 
ed by the lightning, several large stons 
were displaced from the cellar wall, and 
several shovelsful of earth were thrown up 
with so much force that they adhered tothe 
jet, where the earth is now to be seen, 
Orossing the rear hall under the doors, the 
current then played havoc in th- sitting 
room, The door into the rear hall was torn 
from its fastenings and thrown into the 
middle of the room, and that in the front 
hall was similarly treated, save that it was 
torn off and left lying upon a table in the 
sitting room. The tacks in the carpet, in 
this room, for about half the distance along 
two sides, were taken out and the carpet 
rolled back toward the centre of tae room 
and the cotton-batting lining fired. The 
whole side of the house was thrown out 
here as if it yas hinged at the eaves, and 
in this condition it remains.

Veokly Bonts to Ran from Plymouth to 
Haltiox in Winter and to Quebec tu 
Summer, 


MonrTRRAL, Dec. 7.—Thorais no longer any 
doubt that the report of the sub-committee of 
the Executive Council to which was referred 
the question of a fast line of Atlantic steamers 
will report in favor of a 20-knots service. The 
lion, from: which there must be deducted about 
subsidywill be in the neighborhood of halfamil 
$65,000 per annum receivable from the British 
Exchequer for their share of postage and for 
tho rogistration of the now steamers as armed 
cruisers available in time of war, 

It is understood that the Allans will have 
the offer of finding three vessels for this ser- 
vice, which is to be a weekly one between Ply- 
mouth and Halifax (Quebec in summer). The 
boats will not be allowed to go to an American 
port.

The Folly of It, 

One statement made by Mr. Sherman in 
a recent interview is worthy of note, bear- 
ing as it does on the question of the com- 
mercial relations of the two countries. He 
says :— 

‘**T studied the proposal of commercial 
reciprocity only to be convinced that it was 
ilusory and impracticablo. A reciprocity 
treaty with Canada would be acceptable to 
the Dominion, but would never be tclerat- 
ed by our people, The bargain would be 
too one-sided, We should offer them a free 
market of 60,000,000 people for raw ma- 
terial, in exchange for a free market of 5,- 
000,000 people for our manufactures, That 
is what our people look at. It is of no use 
to discuss the theoretical advantages of 
reciprocity. The American people won't 
have it, and the question may as well be 
dismissed at once.” 

This statement gains additional import- 
ance from the probability that Senator 
Sherman is not unlikely to be Secretary of 
State in the new Republican administra- 
tion, in which capacity he would have a 
large control oyer the foreign policy of the 
Government. His language leaves little 
room to believe that eyen commercial un- 
fon would be accepted by the United States, 
and certain it ie that the discussion of un- 
restricted reciprocity in Oanada has become 
with the advent to power of the Republi- 
cans the veriest folly.—Montreal Gazette.

Lient, Whelem Says the Reports are Fally

says that his last experiences there were by 
far the worst, and that it was owing entire- 
ly tothe introduction among the native 
men andwomen of whalers, Alaska fur 
company agents, aud their accompaniments 
of vile tobacco and still viler whiskey. 
“The natives,” said he, “live like animals 
and thore is nothing known between them

Gold Mining in Ireland. 

According to.the stony of a London paper, 
there is no doubt of the existence of gold in 
Iveland, but whether it can be profitably 
workéd is not deemed certain. On tho prin- 
ciples adopted in America and other gold 
ficlds, a. suryoyor bas attempted to locate tho 
placers and the possible sources of the County 
Wicklow gold, and from his researches he was 
led to. believe that gold working in the 
placers, aid possibly, perbaps, also in vein 
mining, ongbtto pay, if judiciously carried 
out, but not on the same lines.as tho works of 
the previous-adventurers. There is also, if 
the annals ure correct, a gold field in County 
Kildare—the great source of gold on swhich 
the ancient Irish depended. In this tounty 
and the adjoining portions of the counties of 
Dublin and Wicklow—that is, to the west- 
ward of the Leinster range of hills—thero is 
a tract that bd§ all the appearance of a possi- 
ble gold field, As the explorer had tho assist- 
ance and advice of various experienced “gold 
diggers,” both American and Australian, ho 
believes bo is justified in suggesting that gold 
workings in Wicklow by experts would repay 
adyenturers.—New York Press,

Art, indeed, is beginving:to find out that 
if it does not male friends with Need it must 
perish. It perceives tbat to take itself from 
the many and leave them no joy in their 
work, and to give itself to the few whom it 
can bring no joy in their idleness, js an crror 
that kills. This has long beon the burden of 
Ruskin’s message; and if wo can believo 
William Morris, the common peoplo have

Inside of a week I can run her 
out and she'll work as well as ever. Oh, no; 
it’s not peculiar or uncommon atall, Ask 
any locomotive engineer in the country and 
he'll tell you the same thing, Why, out on 
the western roads an engineer won't start out 
with a sulky engine. They have been known 
to dio on the road between stations. An 
engine is said to die, you know, when her 
fires keep getting lower and lower, her steam 
gets soggy and weak, and the first thing you 
know she's stone cold with her fires out, 
Then you have to get another engine to pull 
her in, for she won't be worth a cent until 
she has rested awhile,” and he climbed into 
his cab and rolled out of the depot with his 
train and his sulky engine.—New York Mail 
and Express.

Tho Forests and Rain, 

Although forests have no influence upon 
precipitation, yet they do exert a certain 
economic influence, Without increasing raii 
fall, they, in common with other forms of 
vegetation, economize that which falls, re- 
taining it somewhat as a reservoir and pre- 
venting its rapid descent into the streams 
In this way, too, forests tend to reduce tha 
magnitude of floods and to regulate the flow 
of rivers, thus preventing disaster and im- 
proving navigation, This retention of the 
rainfall is, however, accompanied by a rapid 
evaporation from the leaf surfaces of the 
forest, whereby a considerable proportion of 
the rainfall returns to the atmosphere with 
out reaching the earth. On this account it 
is urged, and 1 think with reason, that in our 
arid region, which is dependent for irriga- 
tion upon its streams, it is advisable to cut 
away as rapidly as possible all the forests, 
especially upon the mountains, where most 
of the rain falls, in order tbat as much of 
the precipitation as possible may be collected 
in the streams. This will cause, not a do- 
crease in the annual flow of the streams, as 
commonly supposed, but an increase, coupled 
with a greater concentration of the flow in 
the spring months, and result in rendering 
fertile a greater area of the arid region 
may be added that the forests in the arid re- 
gion are thus disappearing with commendable 
rapidity.—Henry Gannett in 8

McIntyre, at the council meeting last 
night, asked the mayor what was the nature of 
his communication with the G.T.R. authorities, 
It was refreshing that atter sixteen years of wait- 
ing the G.T.R. authorities had approached the 
city, The approaches of the city in the past 
had not been satisfactory. The mayor told of 
the interview. Messrs, Wainwright ond Ste- 
phenson consulted him as to the financial stand- 
ing of the city and its capabilities for aiding the 
company in centralizing its works here, They 
enquired if the passage of the two by laws in 
favor of otber roads would putit beyond the 
means of the city toaid the G.T.R The idea, 
they said, was to have the workshops from Beile- 
ville and Brockville brought here, and a station 
built in the upper part of the city. 

The mayor said the scheme was a gratifying 
one, and no douht the city would be disposed to 
do what was right inthe matter.

Paris, Dec. 13.—Another scene of ox- 
citement was enacted at the office of the 
Panama Canal Company yesterday, The 
crush was even greater than that of Tues- 
day. At 4 o'clock oa hush fell over the 
throng and M. de Lesseps appeared. Mount- 
ing atable he said: ‘‘My friends: The 
fabacctston is safe. Our adversaries ore 
confounded, We do not need the help of 
financiers. You have saved yourselves by 

our own exertions. The canal is made.” 
Tere M. de Lesseps was so overcome that 
he wept, Amid cheering, weeping ahd 
mutual congratulations all present shook 
hands with M. de Lesseps. When the 
excitement had partially abated the ‘nowa 
went round that 410,000 bonds had been 
snbsceribed for in Paris and the same number 
in the provinces. Marseilles alone took 
86,000 bonds, An official of the company 
replaced M. de Lesseps and announced that 
the subscription lists would be kept open un- 
til Saturday noon. It is reported that 
numbers immediately renewed their sub- 
scriptions, the receiving clerks being com- 
pletely overtaxed.

to the Judicial Committee of the Imperial 
Privy Council had been decided in favor of 
the Province of Ontario. the cablogram

“The judgment of the Supremo Court of 
Canada is aflirmed and the appeal dismissed. 
Held that the Dominion has no power to 
legislate itself into atitle, The province is 
to assume the burden of the Indian Treaty, 
No costs,” 

The question involved was whether the 
title to certain lands in that portion of On- 
tario which used to be known as the ‘‘dis- 
puted territory” was vested in the Provin- 
cial Government, under the boundary 
award defining the limits of the Province,or 
whether it was vested in the Dominion 


Government, under certain treaties made 
with the Indiins, the original owners of the 
lands, ‘The decision is that the title rests 
with the province which will have toassume 
the charge of the Indians, 

The Premier said: ‘I don't know that 
The 
cablegram was short, and merely said that 
the judgments of our courts had been con- 
firmed and the property held to be the pro- 
perty of the Province, subject to our paying 
the Indians what they were to get under 
the treaty.” Just then Hon. C, I, Fraser, 
Hon G. W. Ross and Hon. A. M. Ross, 
came in to attend a cabinet meeting, and 
hand-shaking and felicitations between the 
colleagues and their chief raised a little 
happy commotion during which the reporter 
withdrew,

TIANSHIPMENT IN BOND. 


No Change in the Government's Attitude 
~The Halifax Case. 


Orrawa, Dec, 13,—Minister of Customs 
Bowell in conversation with your correspon- 
dent to-day with reference to the alleged 
casos of transhipment of fish from American 
fishing vessels for transportation in bond, 
said that the statement, attributed to him 
in yesterday's Ottawa correspondence of 
The Mail, that ‘it hadsometimes occurred 
+Eet « vessel which had sustained an injury 
was allowed either to dispose of its cargo or 
ship itin bond,” was incorrect. He did not 
say that any permission to ship on board 
had been given,as none had been. Ina few 
cases where vessels haye put in tor repairs, 
as they have a right to under the treaty of 
1818, they have been allowed to land their 
fish on payment of the duty, when it has 
been apparent that the repairs would take 
80 long that the fish would spoil if not land- 
ed, After the duty was paid the fish might 
be sent anywhere. 

The Minister of Customs stated emphati- 
cally that no change whatever had been 
made by the Government in its interpreta- 
tion of the treaty of 1818, cither on the 
qmeation.of transportation in bond or any 
other point. 

Mr. Bowell also said with regard to the 
two cases specially mentioned in Halifax 
despatches to American papers, that they 
had not been reported at all to the depart- 
ment, 80 the collectors could not have con- 
sidered there was any violation of the regu- 
lations. Telegrains were sent to-day asking 
porticulars about these two cases. 

Hon. C. H. Tupper, Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, also said that there had been 
no change whatever on the part of the 
Government with regard to transhipment 
in bond,

According to the Guelph Herald the 
Scott Act does not seem to have worked 
like a charm in the County of Wellington. 
During the two years of its operation, ond- 
ing April 30th, 1898, it cost the sum of $9, 
043 20. Tho receip's from fines paid int 
the treasury during the some period was 
$5,109, and $240 paid for druggists’ license, 
making a total of $5,349, thus making a 
deficiency of $3,696.20 to be made up by 
the ratepayers of the county to the Ontario 
Government. Add to this the loss of li- 
cense sustained, and the Guelph Herald 
figures out that there was an actual loss to 
the county of $10,000 per annum in the 
years mentioned. If the act had been suc- 
cessful in prohibiting the sale of liquor the 
expense connected therewith might to a 
certain extent have been justified. But 
anyone who has ever been in Guelph or 
anywhero else in the county of Wellington 
knows that there was as much liquor sold 
under the Scott Actas under tho Crooks 
Act.

The effect of the judgment given by the 
Privy Council in the Indian lands case i, 
thus stated by the Mail; ‘*This decision 
introduces a new feature into our system. 
Under the Confederation Act the Dominion 
Parliament is given exclusive authority 
with regard to Indians and Indian reserves. 
In accordance with that authority it has 
dealt with the Indians, although the result 
of its negotiations may have been to acquire 
territory for proyincial uses. On the same 
authority it meets all claims made by In- 
dians on account of concessions from which 
the provinces alone derive benefits. The 
Judicial Committee now departs from the 
old principle, and makes the province re- 
sponsible for Indian treaty money. It looks 
as if their lordships had undertaken to give 
both sides a victory. They might have 
argued thus: ‘‘Ontario wants the land; 
“the Dominion says: ‘you cannot have 
***it, for we paid for it;' very well, let 
“Ontario pay for it and take it.” The 
arrangement is evidently designed to be 
equitable ; but it is an innovation which 
may be productive of difficulties. One al- 
ready suggeste itself. The treaty Ontario 
is to honor covers land outside as well as 
inside the province. Whois to decide what 
proportion of the treaty money Ontario is 
to pay? The obligations pressed upon On- 
tario by the treaty are as follows: To 
maintain schools on tho reserves ; to pay 
each Indian $5 a year ; to give the Indians 
$1,500 worth of ammunition and twine 
annually ; to distribute hay forks, cows, 
and bulis among the Indiaus who take to 
farming, and to pay each chief $25 a year 
and each subordinate officer $15 a year, 
with a suit of clothes added evéry three 
years. Last year the Dominion paid and 
spent under the treaty $32,781.

An Extraordinary Acquittal, 

We learn from the Kingston News that 
the caso of Nelaon Sero, the Indian doctor, 
who, on Thanksgiving Day last, was arrest 
ed, charged with stealing a watch from the 
pocket of George Lake, was called at the 
sessions on Wednesday. The prisoner, 
through his counsel, Mr. J, Melntyre, 
pleaded not guilty, and a jury was ompan- 
olled. This was a most remarkable case 
Mr, Lake, the owner of the watch, gave 
evidence as to the loss of the time pivoe, 
He said he was lying down in aroom in the 
Stanley House when Sero was put in tho 
same room, The prisoner lay on one bed 
and Mr. Lake on another. Bofore lying 
down, Mr, Lake looked at his watch to see 
the time, When he awoke, Soro wag gone 
and 80 was witness’ watch. Sero was ar 
rested on suspicion, searched, and the 
watch found in his boot. Mr, Lake identi 
fied the time piese as his, and Mr, Smith, 
jeweller, swore that the watch was the same 
one he had, on several occasions, repaired 
for Mr, Lake. 

The prisoner was acquitted. Mr. Britton, 
who prosecuted, was much surprised, and 
holding up his watch ia hand, said; “I sup 
pose the jury will have the watch.” He 
then asked that the jury be polled, when 
each man of the twelve distinctly and clear- 
ly answered ‘not guilty,” 

Mr. Britton—Such en absurd thing I nev- 
er heard of in my life, 

Sero was told to stand up, when Judge 
Price said ; ‘*Sero. the jury have acquitted 
you, but why, I know not, There may be 
some mesmeric influence known to anlndian 
doctor and to the jury, but which I do not 
understand, which accounts for the placing 
of the watch in your boot. You can gu,” 

Sero stepped down and out, and thus 
ended one of the strangest and most in- 
teresting cases tried in the court house for 
years. 

Sero is an Indian, a member of a respect- 
able family on the ‘I'yendinaga reserve.

Tt was further declared to be ‘‘our royal

granted to the Hudson Bay Company.” 
The proclamation also énucts that no private 

erson shall make any purchuse from the 
fsuiine of lands reserved tothem within 
those Colonies where suttlement was per- 
mitted, and that all purchases must be on 
behalf of the Crown in a public assembly of 
the Indian, by the governor or commanier- 
in-chief of the Colony in which the lands lie, 

The territory in dispute has been in In- 
dian occupation from the date of the proc!a- 
mation unuilils73. During that interval of 
time Indian affairs have been admivistered 
successively by the Crown, by the Provin- 
cial Governments, and since the passing 


Govern- 


‘the British North America Act, 1867,” 
by the Government of the Dominion. Tho 


policy of these administrations has been all 
slong the sume in this respect, that the 
Indian inhabitants have been precluded 
from entering into any transaction with a 
subject for the sule or transfer ot their in- 
terest in the land, and have only been per- 
mitted to surrender their righta to the 
Crown by a formal contract duly ratified in 
a meeting of their chiefs or head men, con- 
vened for the purpose, Whilst there 
have been changes in the administrative 
authority, there has been no change since 
the year 1763 in the charactor of the inter- 


est which its Indian inhabitants had in the 
lands surrendered by the treaty. Their 
possession, such asit was, can only be 


ascribed to the venera! provisions made by 
the royal proclamation in favor of all 
Indian tribes then living under tha 
sovervignty anil protection of the British 
Crown, It was suggested in the course of 
the argument for the Dominion that inas- 
much as the proclamation recites that the 
territories thereby reserved for Indians had 
never been celled to or purchased by the 
Crown, the entire property of the lund re- 
mained with them. ‘That inference is, how- 
ever at varinnco with the temrs of the in- 
strument, which show that the tenure of 
the Indians was a personal and usufructory 
right, dependent upon the good-will of the 
sovereign, Tie lands reserved are express- 
ly stated to be parts of “our dominion 
und territories, eral it is declared to be tho 
will and pleasure ofthe sovereign that for 
the present they shall be reserved for the 
Indiuns as their hunting grounds under his 
protection and dominion.” There was a 
great«leal of learned discussion at the bar 
with ruspect tothe preciso quality of thé 
Indian right, but their Coclah Tos do not 
cousider it necessary to express any opinion 
upon the point. Ivappears to them to be 
sufficient for the purpose of this case that 
there hus been all slong vested j1 the Crown 
a eubstantial and aramount estate, 
underlying the Indian title, which became a 
plenum domeninm whenever that title was 
surrondered or otherwise extinguished.

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statute which profosses to deal only with 
the distribution of legislative power, in- 
tended to deprive the Provinces of rights 
which are oxpressly given them in that 
branch of the Act which relates to the 
distribution of the rovenues and assets. 
Tho fact that the power of legislating for 
Indians, and for lands which are resorved 
for their use, has been entrusted to the 
Parliament of the Dominion, is not in the 
least degree inconsistent with the right of 
the Provinces to a beneficial interost in 
these lands, available to them as a source of 
revenuo whenevor the state of the Crown is 
disencumbered of the Indian title, 

By the treaty of 1873 the Indian inhabi- 
tants ceded and released the territory in 
dispute (in order that it might be opened up 
for settlement, immigration and such other 
purposes as to Her Majesty might seem 
fit) to the Government of the Dom nion of 
Cunada, for the Queen and her successors 
forever. It was argued that a cession in 
t ose terms was in effect a conveyance to 
the Dominion Government of the whole 
rights of the Indisns, with the consent of 
the Crown, That is not the natural im- 
port of the language of the treaty, which 
purports to he, from beginning to end, a 
transaction between the Indiana and the 
Crown, and the surrender is in substance 
made tothe Crown, Even ifits language 
had been more favorable to the argument of 
the Dominion upon this point, it is abund- 
antly clear that the commissioners who re- 
presented Her Majesty, whilst they had 
full authority to accept a surrender to the 
Crown, had neither authority nor power 
to take away frem Ontario the interest 
which had been assigned to that Province 
by the Imperial Statute of 1867. 

These considerations appear to their 
Lordships to be sufficient for the disposal of 
this appeal. The treaty leaves the Indians 
no right whatever to the timber growing 
upon the lands they gave up, which is now 
vested in the Crown; all revenues deriy- 
able from the sale of such proportions of it 
as are situate within the boundaries of On- 
tario being the property of the Province. 
The fact that it still possesses exclusive 
power to regulate the Indians’ privilege 
of hunting and fishing cannot counter upon 
the Dominion power to dispose, by issuing 
permits or otherwise, of that beneficial in- 
terest in the timber which has now passed 
to Ontario. 

Seeing that the benefit of surrender ac+ 
erues to her, Ontario must of course relieve 
the Crown and the Dominion of all obliga- 
tions involving the payment of money which 
were undertakon by her Majesty, and which 
are said to have been fulfilled in part by the 
Dominion Government, There may be 
other questions behind with respect to tho 
right to detormine to what extent and at 
what periods the disputed territory over 
which the Indians still exercise their avoca- 
tion of hunting and fishing is to be taken up 
for settlement or other purposes. But none 
of these questions are raised for decision in 
the present suit. 

Their Lordships will, therefore, humbly 
advise Her Majesty that the judgment of 
the Supreme Court of Canada ought to be 
affirmed and the appeal dismissed. It ap- 
pears to them that there onght to 
no costs of this appeal.

CHARACTERISTICS OF WOOL. 


Farmer Whe 
Kulses Slibop. 

Primarily the term Wool is applied te 

tho fine hair or fleece €f animals, and te 

fine vegetable fibers, stich as cotton, But 


wool is not hair, nor id hair wool. Hair 
is straight, crisp and lird. Wool is soft 
and wavy. Placed uutfler a lens of high | 


magnifying power, ebh fiber of wool | 
has the appearance of 4 continuous stem, 


tions, like tecth of @h extremely fine 
saw, continuing arourid the entire fiber 
and pointing in the direction from the 
root towards the fre@ extremity. It is 
further observed that the fibers in their 
growth have all permanently acquired a 
piral, like that of a 
corkscrew, The contorted form of the 
fibers disposes them to interlace or Jock 
on to ench other, and the errations 
when they are brought close together in 
felt, thread or cloth, present that resist- 
ance to slipping and seperation that ie 
indispensable to the strength of the 
fabric. 

Wool is graded as superfine, fine, me- 
dium and coarse, In grading, the actual 
character and tineness of the fibre de- 
the grade, and custom has 
brought the grades to nearly uniform 
standards east and west. X, XX and 
XXX indicafe variations in fineness and 
quality in wool of full merino blood. 
No. 1, No, 2, half blood, quarter blood 
and other designations indicate lower 
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qualities, Tho custom of washing sheep 
is gradually being abandoned. Still, 
about one-half of the wool from Michigan 
and other states further east, including 
Ohio, comes to market as washed wool. 
Condition refers to the foreign matter in 
the fleece, as well as to the manner in 
which it has been put up. 

Combing and delaine are long and 
strong wools, suitable for the manufac- 
ture of worsted goods. Clothing wools 
embrace the whole list of short wools not 
suited to delaine andcombing. Much of 
the wool from the Pacific coast and some 
of the far western states and territories 
comes to eastern markets scoured, to 
save cost in the transportation. 


Points in Batter Making, 
Set out the milk quickly as possible 
after milking. 
Skim off the cream before the milk 
gets thick. 
Churn before the milk gets sour, i. e., 
slightly acid. 
Jash out the buttermilk with weak 
brine. 
Salt an ounce to the pound and pack in 
small packages. f 
The above rules are given by a dairy- 
man as being essential in the making of 
gilt edged butter. In regard to the 
method of salting it may be well to ex- 
pain the action of salt in butter making. 
ndependent of its effect as a condiment 
salt has two distinct offices to serve: First, 
to remove the buttermilk as far as possi- 
ble from the pores of the butter; second, 
to render innocuous what cannot be ex- 
tracted. Salt attracts water from the 
buttermilk that it comes in contact with 
and also takes up the milk sugar. It 
thus effects a positive sepatation of the 
constituents of the buttermilk. At the 
same time it penetrates the latter and 
converts it intoastrong brine which ren- 
ders decomposition and rancidity diffi- 
cult. In the rules quoted an ounce of 
salt is advised to the pound of butter; 
this amount is reduced in some sections 
one-third to suit the modern taste. 


Starting Heavy Loads. 

Attention is called to the starting of 
heavy loads. A common cause of the 
wear and tear of teams, by Country Gen- 
tleman, and the device shown in the fol- 
lowing cutis recommended as a remedy, 

Por two years the writer has used this 
very simple arrangement on his double 
trees with good 
} satisfaction. It 
is nothing more 
or less than six- 
teen inches of the 
endof an elliptic 
wagon spring, 
bolted on the back side of the evener, 
and the clevis made longer. The cleyis 
pin goes through the bolt hole of the 
spring. ‘Two good bolts are required to 
attach the spring firmly to the evener. 
The spring is composed of two “‘lifts,” 
one and three-fourth inches wide. The 
out curve of the spring is about two 
inches, and in a rough way one end of 
the cvener is like the accompanying dia- 
‘gram. A horse must do his best to bring 
the spring up against the wood, so that 
in ordinary work the spring gives from 
ahalfinch to an inch, This does away 
with all cumbersome coils. The ordi- 
nary whiffletree is used, and the weight 
of the doubletree is not increased beyond 
four pounds. If every jeamster and 
farmer would use such astarter for the 
team there would be far less shoulder 
sore and blemished horses than are seen 
at present. 


A SIMPLE DEVICE, 


Protecting Trees from Rabbits. 

An Illinois fruit grower, writing on 
the subject of rabbits in orchards, says: 
“Among the various remedies suggested, 
such as poisoning the animals, surround- 
ing the trees with wire netting, or wrap- 
ping with cloths saturated with oil or 
ar, I have never found one so easily and 
cheaply rape as assafoetida. I puta 
teaspoonful of the tincture in half a 
bucketful of liquid clay and apply it with 
a brush to the stem and branches of 
young trees, and it keeps the rabbits 
away and does not hurt the trees. About 
three applications are required through 
the winter. 

Seed Potatocs. 

Gardeners, as arule, are in favor of 
changing the seed of potatoes frequently. 
Experience seems to have proven the do- 
sirability of this change, and leaves little 
doubt but that planting the same kind 
year after year on the same soil tends to 
weaken the variety.

The Polnots Deo'ded, 

The full text of the judgment in the case 
of the Queen y. St. Catharines Milling and 
Lumber Company is now to hand, and will 
be found in our columns this morning. A 
considerable portion of the judgment is 
taken up with an historical review of the 
facts leading up to the present position of 
the territory in question, but the points 
decided may be briefly stated as follows : 
Firat, that the legal title of the Jands did 
not belong to the Indians, but to the 
Crown. Second, that at Confederation the 
beneficial interest in Crown lands was 
given to the provinces. Third,that although 
these were lands reserved for the Indians, 
over which the Dominion had exclusive 
legislative control, that control does not 
take away the right of the province to 


by the Crown of the Jands and timber. 
Fourth, that the Dominion Government, 
representing the Crown in extinguishing 
the Indian title, in so far as it has been ex 
tinguished, did not thereby oust the pro 
viuce from the beneficial interest in the 
landa conferred on it by the B. N. A. Act ; 
but that the province getting the beneficial 
interest should reimburse the Crown, in 
this instance represented by the Dominion 
Government, for all expenses incurred. 
The Indians have still certain rights of 
hunting over the territory, and the Privy 
Council have refrained from saying who 
should determine to what extent or at what 
periods the territory over which they have 
these rights should be taken up for settle 
ment,—Lmpire.

AN OPIUM HUNT. 


Insportant ,Scizure In the Wilds of Mich- 
igau—125 Boxes of the Drug,Captured. 


Port Huron, Deo. 16.—This evenin on 
the Sand Beach express there arrived here 
the most important seizure of opium ever 
made in the Huron district.

That a good growth of the wheat plant | 
itself is desirable is generally conceded, 
but it iseless because of the protection 


because this growth shows a like habit of 
the roots beneath the surface. If the 
top is low and spreading, the roots also 
extend horizontally on either side, hold- 
ing to the soil and ready to rise or fall 
as it is moved by altern: ite freezing and 
thawing. It is impossible to get a wheat 
growth that shall protect the newly cul- 
tivated soil beneath itfrom freezing, It 
is not cold that kills wheat, but rather 
the breaking of roots that penetrate the 
soil vertically. The wheat roots are more 
apt to run déwnward when the plant is 
crowded by weeds of any kind than 
where it has room to spread on either 
side. Thus too thick aeacine with wheat 
my cause it to winter kill) The plants, 
instead of protecting, crowd and injure 
each other. 

Spring grain not being hardy, has a 
further injurious effect. As we have ex- 
plained, the first ysevere freezing kills 
oats and barley outright. The leaves ’ 
wither and rot down. The roots lose 
their grip and are thrown upon the sur- 
face, All this loosens the soil, which for 
winter wheat needs to be as compact as 
possible, s0 as to exclude superfluous 
water, The soil soon fills with. water 
like a sponge, and when it freezes it in- 
evitably heaves up much of the wheat 
imbedded in it, 

* Since thé introduction of self-binding 
bAEy esters, there has been much less 
wastage of spring grain by scattering in 
the field. We believe that this is better 
for the yensning wheat crops. If dry 
weather follows the summer grain har- 
vest, the scattering grdih lies on or in 
the ‘ground until, about the time for 
wheat sowing, and both come up to- 

zether. With wet weather following the 
1arvest, there isitime for the fallen grain 
to germinate, and be cultivated under as 
amanure, It isworth more for this use 
than for any other, and it is commonly 
better to delay seeding until this seatter- 
ing growth can be cultivated under, 


than to sow early; and have the wheat 
down by a foreign growth, 
There is considerable value in the young 
grain as a fertilizer, but little or none as 
a protection against freezing.

DEATH OF CANON O'MEARA, 


Port Hopo'’s Venerable Clergyman 
Dead atthe Kalilway Station, 
Port Horr, Dec.  18.—Rev. 
O'Meara dropped dead at the Grand 
railway station yesterday morning while 
waiting fora train. For over twenty years 
he had ministered to the spiritual wants of 
the congregation of St. John’s Church here, 
and curing that time he had endeared him- 
self to the people of all denominations. A 
consci¢ntious Christian with a broad faith 
that was too large for the restrictions of 
any denomination he, by his labors and 
sympathy, did much to further unity of 
endeavor among the Protestant churches of 
the town, and was ever foremost in any 
work that bad for its end the advancomont 
of Christ's church at large. He occupied a 
position in the hearts of the people here that 
only such rare characters can hope to 
possess, but his influence and usefulness had 
a wider reach and in the Syuod of his 
chureh his kindly voice, and wise, liberal 
counsels will be sorely missed. He was 
nearly 80 years of age aud had been a mem- 
ber of the Synod for 40 years. For almost 
20 years he labored among the Indians of 
the Lake Superior districts giving to his 
missionary work all his wonderful vigor, 
among other of his achievements being the 
translation of the New Testament into the 
Indian language. His wife, the faithful 
help-mate of his missionary and rector’s 
work, died a little over a year ago; his 
farnily are: Rey, Canon O'Meara of Winni- 
peg, Rev, T. R. O'Meara of Toronto, A. E. 
O'Meara, barrister of T'oronto, and Miss 
O'Meara who lived with her father.

In time the ‘maistre” or ‘‘maister,” as it 
s00n became, got tacked on before his naine, 
and ‘he became Maister Smith, and his wife 
was Maistress Smith. But gradually the 
sensé of possession was lost sight of, and the

attained social distinction of any kind, by 
mere possession of wealth or by holding somo 
position of more or less consideration and im- 
portance, 

It is only within comporatively modern 
times that the term camo to be considered an 
almost indispensable adjunct to eve ry one's 
name when mentioned in ordinary conversa- 
tion or writing.

MANITOBA GRITISM, 


History is constantly repeating itself. 
Soarcely had Mr, Mackenzie obtained power 
in 1873, before the more honest portion of 
his party began to learn that the promises 
given by him and his colleagues when in 
opposition were as unsubstantial as the 
breath which gave them utterance, The 
result was, that at the first opportunity the 
people, in all sections of the Dominion, ex- 
pressed their want of contidence in him 
andthem, True, they retained office for 
five years, because their followera in Par 
liament steadily voted for them, but so soon 
asthe people had an oppor.unity to give 
utterance to their opinions through the 
ballot box, they relegated the Grit party to 
the position which, in the interests of Can- 
ada, they should @ver ocoupy—opposition, 

In Manitoba we are having the same ex- 
perience. Greenway and his colleagues 
succeeded in oustibg the Conservative Gov- 
ernment, and then appealed to the people 
with a cry of ‘‘anti-monopoly” and ‘* Tory 
corruption,” As in 1874, the people be- 
lieved the charges brought against the Oon- 
seryatives, and elected a House of Assem- 
bly, rejecting every Conservative candidate 
who offered except five, thus leaving Mr. 
Norquay with a following of four, Scarcely 
had the worthies who compose Greenway’s 
cabinet warmed their seats at the Council 
board, before they entered into an arrange- 
ment with the magnates of the Northern 
Pacific Railway by which, not only was the 
monopoly in railway freights continued, but 
a bargain made which was of such a charac- 
ver that the Grit organ of Winnipeg openly 
denounced it as corrupt and yenal, and ex- 
preased a readiness to prove all it had said 
if Mr. Greenway would give the opportuni- 
ty todoso. The Free Press continues its 
good work in exposing its former friends, 
In its issue of the 11th inst. it says :

It is stated that ‘the com- 
posed it in Ceylon, and when it reached 
this country 4 lady sent a copy toa clerk in 
a bank at Charleston, said to be a musical 
genius, and that he dashed off the time for 
it, in half an hour, now sung the world 
over,” I beg to state, for the information 
of any who may be curious in the matter, 
that the person who devised the above 
anecdote is really very wide of the mark 
as to the origin of the above named fine 
hymn, : 

It was not transmitted from Ceylon. Bis- 
hop Heber was visitifig a clergyman at the 
town of Wrexham in North Wales, situated 
a few miles from Malpas, his native place 
in Cheshire ; on the approaching Sunday a 
missionary service was to be held in the 
parish church, and on the Saturday before 
some one at the parsonage regretted that 
there was no suitable hymn for such oc 
casion in the psalmody, Bishop Heber at 
once undertock to compose one and in a 
very short time produced the poetry in 
question to the delight of the parties pre- 
sent, The next thing to be considered for 
the morrow was a suitable tune for the 
stanzas, and one gentleman applied a tune 
there and thev, which was and probably is 
used all over England, very different 
to the one, but doubtless equally good, 
attributed to Mr, Lowell Mason. 
A few years afterwards the late 
Dr, Raffles, a very velebrated Congrega- 
tional minister of Liverpool, whose son, 
Mr. T, Stamford Raffles, is the preseut 
Police Magistrato tor thet city, an indo 
fatigable collector of autographs, wished 
for his collection something written by the 
good bishop ; having heard how the com 
position of this hymn came about, he at} j 
once posted off to Wrexham, only a few 
hours’ travel from Liverpool, and called on 
the printer of the place, After afew ques- 
tions he found he had hit the right man,as 
he remembered printing the hymn at the

Another special, from Wahalah, says that 
the cause of tho riot was the killing of a 
negro in a quarrel with a white man, and 
that os the result of the disturbance, 12 
white men and 150 nogroes lie dead in the 
little hamlet. 

Another Account 

New Ontzans, La., Dec. 18.—The Picay- 
une’s Macon (Miss.) special says: Our peo- 
ple have been excited over the killing of 

fenry Maury, Cobb and Vavghan, three 
prominent white’men in Komper,by negroes 
and the wounding of other whites. No 
negroes were killed or wounded. Twenty of 
our young men have gone to the scene 
of tho trouble. The negroes are 
said to be well armed and assembled en- 
masso and seem determined to fight it out, 
The trouble originated in two negro men 
whipping a white boy, It is feared there 
will be bloody work as the negroes are con- 
centrated and nearly overy town in East 
Mississippi is sending aid to the whites. The 
scene of the killing is about seven miles 
from Wahalab, hence no means of com- 
munication. 


Moro Fighting In Prospect. 

New Orzans, La,, Dec. 18.—A special 
despatch from Columbus, Miss., to The 
Picayune says: Several gentlemen reached 
this city yesterday morning from Artesia 
bringing news of the wholesale slaughter of 
a constable’s posse near Wohalah, a 
small station on the Mobile and 
Ohio Railroad near Macon, Miss, 
On Friday last a negro and a white 
boy gotintoafight, The white boy’s father 
attempted to separate them when he was 
set upon by the negro and terribly beaten. 
On Sunday the white man swore outa 
warrant for the negro’s arrest and Constable 
Seth Cobb went to the negro's house 
to execute it when he was at- 
tacked by a number of negroes and 
beaten, e@ then summoned a posse of 
12 men and went Sunday evening to arrest 
the negro. The posse wero fired upon from 
ambushand five killed outright and six 
wounded more or less seriously. The news 
spread rapidly and the negroes were strong- 
ly reinforced. Wahalah telegraphed alon 
the line for help and Moridian raspoddad 


with about 75 well armed men. 
They were joined at very sta 
tion and reaching Wahalah marched 


immediately to the scene of bloodshed. Tho 
negioes were barricaded and refused to eur- 
render or give up the dead whites, At noon 
the forces were supposed to be about equal 
and what the result is, no one here knows. 
Yesterday afternoon news was received that 
the boligerent negroes have retreated to the 
swamps and are stubborn, while the non- 
combatants are fleeing to the woods 
in terror, Captain McDowell of the 
Columbus Riflemen telegraphed to the 
Sheriff of Kemper County that his men 
were ready if he should ask the Governor 
for military assistance. The telegram was 
not delivered as the Sheriff was not in 
town, Following is a list of the killed and 
wounded ;

The Launch of the Future. 

The frst of a fleet of clectrically propelled 
boats has been Iaunched in the Thames. in 
London It will carry eighty passengers at 
na rate of six miles an hour, and ita machinery | 
has nothing in common with tho mechanism 
that has driver vessels since the time of 
Watt and Fulton. No boiler, neo steam, no 
coal, no smoke, no heat, no soot or cinder 
no ashes; simply a storo of the electric fluid, 
ready to be converted into power at tho pres 
sure of the hand—the ideal motive power for 
water craft [he near future must witness 
the adoption of this force for the prope ling 
of small vessels over short routes, and subse- 
quent improvements in tho storage of ele 
tricity must render its services available for 
pleasure boats over long routes, Nothing 
except the enchanted carpet of the Arabian 
Nights could be more desirable than a pretty 


launch, fitted with an electric motor capable 
of keeping it going throughout a summer 
day's continuance. There aro little fellows 
cutting thoir first teeth today who will own 
such a Jaunch, and read with pitying sur- 
priso of the clumsy craft their fathors termed 
pleasure boats, in which an iron kettle full of 
hot water and a fire box full of smoky, sooty 
coal occupied half the available space,—Pitts- 
burg Bulletin. 


Willow and Willow Wares. 

Tha willow ware industry has been slowly 
increasing in our eastern states of late years, 
butis as yet in its infancy, The immense 
unutilized areas of land along our many 
rivers, portions of the sea coast, and of some 
uplands and prairies not suitable for any 
other agricultural pursuit, invite capital and 
energy to investin the production of osier, 
chiefly for the manufacture of basket ware, 
According to the census of 1880, thero were 
in the country 804 willow ware establish- 
ments, with a capital of $1,852,917, engag- 
ing 3,119 hands, paying annually tho sum 
of $657,405 for wages, and producing $1,992,- 
851. ‘The value of materials consumed was 
$867,031, of which, however, but a portion 
was produced here, The importation of both 
Taw and manufactured material will be 
greatly reduced, and the demand for willow 
‘ware materially increased, if the profit to bo 
derived from a systematic productior of osier 
becomes once better generally understood.— 
Insect Life,

The cause for the unseating of Dr. Mon- 
tague, M. P. for Haldimand, by the Su- 
preme Court was of so insignificant a char- 
acter that the judgment of the Supreme 
Court, which was supported by three and 
dissented from by two of the Judges of that 
Court, has been freely criticised, as well as 
the provision of the law under which such 
& decision was possible, 

The circumstances, as correctly stated 
by the Empire, were as follows: ‘A per. 
son whose name was on the list aa a far- 
mer's son presented himsolf to vote, but his 
father having died a few month before, his 
right to vote was quegtioned, and he was 
asked to take the oath. The scrutineers 
for Dr. Montague, naturally anxious that a 
vote should not be lost, and believing that 
the death of the father instead of weaken- 
ing really gave the son a atronger qualifica- 
tion, urged him to take the oath, which he 
did, Although everybody will agree that 
under these circumstances the qualification 
of the voter was much stronger than be. 
fore the death of his father, it appears that 
the oath administered to him was one which 
he could not properly take, and Chief Jus- 
tios Ritchie, with Justices Fournier and 
Taschereau, held that the scrutineer was 
guilty of a corrupt practice in urging him 
to swear, and, being an agent of Dr, Mon- 
tague, that the latter should be unseated.” 

Judges Strong and Gwynne dissented— 
the former on the grounds that the death 
of the father strengthened the son’s right 
to vote, and that it had not been shown 
that Harrison, the scrutineer, stood by or 
{fo any way encouraged the taking of oath 
T., therefore the evidence was incomplete 
to induce him to declare the election void 
on this point. The evidence should be as 
strong as that in a prosecution of perjury, 
but that it was certainly not. He held that 
& scrutineer differed from a general election 
agent and therefore thought the case in that 
direction not proved. There was no evi- 
dence either to prove that Harrison was 
aware that Nixon's father was dead, and

On the morning of Dec. 5 the passen- 
Legitime’s men-of-war 
bombarded Cape Hati. ‘The gunboats 
dropped anchor four or five miles off 
the shore lying broadside on to 
the town, ‘he vessels’ guns were 
fired with blank cartridges to give notice of 
their warlike intentions, The foreign con- 
suls in the city sent out a petition to the 
commander of the fleet asking time to get 
out of the city. They were given 36 hours 
to evacuate the town, The people fled to 
the hills, taking all the osséssions 
they could conveniently carry, ‘They load- 
ed their effects on the backs of the mules 
which could only carry a cargo cach of 260 
pounds. The supply of mules being limited 
to 50or 60, the animals were in great do- 
mand, and fabulous prices were paid to con- 
vey a single mule load of the 
more yaluable effects of the wealthy 
residents to o placo of safety Shortly 
after daybreak on the  secand day 
after the arrival of the fleet the 
Haytian officors turned their guns 
en the town and the bombardment 
commenced, Ina few minutes the shoots 


began to tear through the town 
demolishing the frail stricturos. The 
bamboo huts suceimbed casily but 


the stono buildings in the central and 
more elevated portion of the town were not 
so easily destroyed, the heavy walls resist- 
ing tho fire for several hours. Despite tho 
warning they had recoived to leave the il.- 
fated town many of the residents clung to 
thoir habitations, It is thought many wore 
killed.

Ross in his decision stated that under an 
act of Congress of 1455 all Indians com- 
mitting crimes are amenable to the laws of 
the United States, whether living on their 
own reservation or not.

At one time n Mr. Kirk wad 
he would Whip any Government officer wao 
Hiterfered with his business, meaning bis 
business With women, Another case was that 
Ju which au agent of the company had declare 
ed he would break a man's head if le refused 
to bring his wif@to him. | Witness said that if 
he owed any apology to the Government, it 
was that he did not have Webster, the com- 
pany’s avent, shot, 

Tu response to questions the witness adwit- 
ted thatthe social relations of the aatives on 
the island were peculiar and that the women 
were probably loose in cliaracter. He Baid he 
would rather serve « term inthe penitentiary 
than go throuwh again what be and his wife 
experienced ou the island. Witness offered 
several affidavits which he said supported the 
statements he had made concerning the con- 
dudt of the company’s agents, 

Witness said the Government agent atthe 
Island of St. George occupied a position like a 
whipped dog, nud that he and his wife were 
constantly in danger of their lives and that 
they did not expect to get back tw the United 
States alive. Tn crom-exauination witness 
waid that out of the seven employes of the 
Company on the Island he bad had 
trouble with six. Speaking of Agont 
Webster le said lie did wot know of 
any agent of the Government who had not had 
trouble with him. George Warden, who 
Was a special avent at the Island of St. George 
from 1831 tw 1884, was next called. He said 
he never knew « woman or girl apon the Island 
to be outraged or a wan or boy to be abused 
by any of the company’s agents, nor 
did he ever know of a native 
woman in the company’s house with ove 
of the employ: s. Regarding Webster, thie com 
pany's agent, witness said he was querulous,

T. F. Ryan, another special agent at the 
Seal Island of St. George from April, 1885, to 
1887, was hiext called.

Last Week’ Production Litthe Over Malf 
That For the Same Period tn 1887, 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 19.—The Northwestern 
Millec to-day Says: "Lhe amills running Jase 
Week were seriously bothered during the 
Inst four days by low water and floating ice. 
On this account the outwut was kept below

64,000 barrels, against 59,000 the week before, 
aiid 119,000 for the corresponding time in, 
1887. "The water power is again poor 
this’ [week and acts as an agency 
for keeping the output restricted to «mail 
limits. Low water an! floating ice were vs- 
pecially bad during Monday and yesterday 
and few ofthe mills running eduld do much, 
These obstacles were somewhat Jess trouble- 
some to-day aud there were 10 ills moving, 
grinding atthe rate of about 11,000 barrels 
[rexns Two of them are using steau to some 
[reruha and a third would be running with the 
same kind of power had it not met with an 
} acoident, Next week most all the mills will 
| shot down on account of the holidays, It is 
a question not definitely settled as to what 

will be the full extent of production atter 
Jan. 1 Stocks of flour in the country are 
evidently smaller than o year ago, The 
visible supply is rather larger on tle Atlantic 


coust but is smaller in the interior. 
The invisible supply in many parts of 
the terior is notoriously suall, 


How much ia held by small dealers through- 
out the interior in at beat largely a matter of 
speculation. Bradstreet’s flour stock estimate 
of last week’ bas been found radically wrong 
bnd has the past week been corrected, reducing 
the visible supy to 580,900 barrel« from the 
statenient a week ago, Most millers report 
the flour market excessively dull and say that 
they do not Jook for any clunye for the better 
until the bolidaysare over.”

AMERICA'S DISCOVERER, 
A Lady Claims That Christopher Colam- 
bus Was Not the Man. 

Tho Chicago men who aro figuring on 
bringing the Columbus celebration in 1892 to 
this city bave cause to bestir themsolves. 
Not only may Chicago lose the big fair, but 
the big fair itsvlf may not be held. At least 
so says Miss Mario A. Brown, 

“It is perfectly absurd,” said Miss Brown, 
“to talk about Columbus discovering 
America. You might as well speak of ao 
New Yorker discovering Chicago years after 
the Chicago fire,” 

**How sof” 

“In the first place the Scandinavians bad 
been in this country bundreds of years before 
Columbus was born. They wont from Nor 
way and Sweden to Iceland, from there to 
Greenland, and then to the North American 
continent’ Thay wentsouth almost as far as 
Joston.” 

“Where did they go then?” asked a defender 
of tho Columbus idea. 

“Thoy staid there and colonized the place. 
Why, I can proyo to you, or any one else, if 
I am allowed to continue my researches, that 
after Lief Brickson discovered the American 
continent, in the year 1000, thero were thirty 
Roman Catholic bishops appointed by Rome, 
and they built a great many cathedrals and 
monasteries, and the bishops and monks sent 
communications to Romo during the hun- 
dreds of years which clapsed between the 
year 1000 and the date of Christopher Co 
lumbus' landing.” 

“How do you proposdfito continue your re- 
searches!” 

“T am getting up a potition for presenta- 
tion to congress, stating tho facts of the case, 
asking that the index of all documents of 
Amer..an concern between the years 1763 and 
1783 be extended as far back as tho year 1000. 
This will give a chanco to established the fact 
of the existence of the colonies in Vinland 
and Greenland up to the date of their ex- 
tinction, in the year 154), Besides this, I 
propose to ask congress to authorize a thor- 
ough investigation of the records of tho 
Vatican which Pope Leo XIII has thrown 
open for public inspection. I expect to 
prove by those records that not only was 
there European travel between America and 
tho old world long beforo the days of Colum- 
bus, but that the colonists had arrived at a 
high degree of civilization, and were not the 
savage barbarians history has designated 
them.” 

“Pat how will this affect Columbus as a 
discoverer?” 

“Simply by proving that not only was 
there no originality in his discovery, but that 
he merely palmed off as his own what he 
learned from other people,” 

“From th» Norwegians?’ 

“Certainly. In tho year 1487, according 
to the ‘Litw of Columbus,’ written by his son. 
he undoubtedly visited Iceland, Greenland 
and most probably the American continent. 
He speaks of the trade which oxisted in thoso 
days between tho Greenlanders and the Enz- 
lish, and mentions the port of Bristol as the 
seat of trado in the eastern hemisphere. He 
also refutes tho theory which existed at that 
time that the sea above a certain latitude 
was frozen. Fivo years after that be made 
the journey from Spain which ended in 
South Amorica, but if was not a discovery. 
Ho merely proved that the knowledge he 
had previously acquired was authentic.” 

“You have evidently given the subject 
consid»rable study, Miss Brown?” 

“Yes, I bave devoted six years to looking 
up authorities on the question. ‘Three years 
Ihave spent in Sweden, and two years in 
London, principally at the British museum, 
which, next to the Vatican, is the greatest 
mine on earth for discovering lost records, 
If congress will yote an appropriation for 
the purpose of sending mo to inspoct the 
Vatica® records 1 expect to prove conclusive- 
ly before the year 1892 that the Columbus 
(dea is an exploded myth, and that Lief 
Erickson, the Scandinavian, was the true 
discoverer of America.”—Chicago Tribune, 


Marrlage of Cousins. 


Tho prejudice against the marriago of 
cousins has existed for several centuries, Tho 
Mosaic law, which forbado marriages within 
fifteen certain prescribed degrees, does not 
probibit the marriage of first cousins. Such 
marriazes were forbidden early by the Ro- 
man Catholic church, and Pope Gregory 
gave as argument against such marriages 
that “the offspring will not grow,” Dis- 
tinguished biologists who have inade labori- 
ous researches and collected statistics on this 
point generally incline to tho belief that the 
danger from consanguineous marriages arises 
chiefly from the special tendency of the chil- 
dren to hereditary diseases of tho family, 
arising from the marriage of persons with 
the same hereditary tendencies. There can 
be no doubt of the increased tendency of the 
child to a “special disease which it inherits 
from both its father ond mother. Aside 
from this, biologists find that the evils aris- 
ing from the marriage of cousins have been 
greatly exaggerated. Thero aro no statistics 
to proyo the popular idea that the children 
of cousins inherit a weak mind. On the con- 
trary, statistics carefully taken show that 
there is no more tendency to diseases of the 
brain among the offspring of cousins than 
from other marrlages.—Herald of Health.

The Position at Suakim, 

‘The real trouble about our position in 
Suskim,” writes a correspondent who has 
held command in that unpleasant little port, 
‘tis that we are there practically in a trap. 
If the back country is friendly, Suakim is 
convenient enough as a port of entry for the 
Soudsen, But if the tribes are hostile, it is 
difficult to imagine g place more untenable 
from a military point of view. Hills and 
ravines, which are in reality a vast natural 
system of trenches for the secure sdvance 
and retreat of a besieging f ree, run from 
Tokur almost to the gates of the town, The 
dervishes can come and go when they please, 
The watoraupply of Suakim isin theirhands, 
and but for the fact that our warships can 
cover the town with their guns, they would 
easily rush Suakim. If we cannot make 
frionds with the natives, then we should 
establish our main military position a few 
miles further along the coast, whore there 
1s a good harbor, accessible by day or night, 
and which is not commanded by a hill coun- 
try in the rear,”

Electricity and Plant Life. 

From time to timo, of late years, experi 
monts have been made of tho effect of the | 
oloctrical lighton flowers and plants, with | 
results seomingly tho same, to wit, fecble 
offorts of somo plants to prolong their periods | 
of bloom into the nightand then promaturo 
decay Ono has only to study their actions, 
as observed, to conclude that even plants 
need rest, or, to be more preciso, they seem 
to thrive best under the conditions which 
nature has imposed—the period of darkness 
and tho period of light, which is heat as well; 
or else that the family of plants, as now they 
are, sprung from theso oxact conditions, and 
will not thrive without thom It is tho 
nature of some flowers, as oy ery one knows, 
to open at one poriod of light and close at 
another; of otbers to open only at night and 
close before or at the moment when the orb 
of day tops the horizon, So strictly do somo 
of these follow their<unwritten laws, that 
floral clocks have been constructed, so that 
one may step out into lis garden, of a bright 
day or clear night, and learn the time by the 
condition of bloom on tho floral dial ’ 

Professor Wollney, of Munich, satisfied by 
experiment that electrical light will not ad- 
vance or improve plant growth, recently 
tried the effect upon thern of tho current it- 
so.f. Wo quote tho following, being tho 
means employed and its result; 

He ‘took patches of ground twelvo or thir- 
teen feeb square, separated by boards pene- 
trating tho earth to the depth of afoot, In 
oue case le applici| two earth plates and in- 
terposed five earth cells; in another bo in- 
serted an induction apparatus, and inathbirda 
plate of copper at ono sido and a plate of zine 
at the of ier sido to forma natural battery. 
Peas, potatoes, carrots, etc,, wero planted on 
these and other patches, but the olectricity, 
whether of high or low potential, seemed to 
have either no influence or a bad one upon 
their growth.” 

Plants being full of sap, and sap a fairly 
good conductor, every fiber must have been 
reached, and, 80 far os tho professor was en- 
abled to perceive, the only effect of the cur- 
rent was to provoke a perturbation on the 
protoplasm.—Scientific American.

Collecting Debts in Turkey. 

The honesty of the Turks in all money mat- 
ters is proverbial. The necessity for resort- 
ing to the law for collecting debts is rare, 
When, however, this has to bo done the 
methods differ from ours, The following 
story told of the prime minister, Achmet, 
makes this plain. 

When he was in tho ministry a poor man 
complained to him, as the minister in whose 
department tho matter Jay, that a chamber- 
lain at the palace would not pay a debt; that 
he had obtiined a Jegal decision in his favor, 
but could not get it executed against a person 
employed about the court. Achmet told the 
man to come again in a month, and sent word 
to the chamberlain to settlo it within that 
time. He also wrote letters at intervals to 
remind bim. 

At the end of the month the *omplainant 
camo, saying that he had nat yet voen paid, 
and was desired to come again next day. 
Achmet requested the chamberlain to come 
also, who, when asked to pay tho debt, 
laughed and positively refused to do so; 
whereupon Achinet ordered pipes and coffeo, 
and whispered toan attendant to take bis 
e€xcellency’s horso as it stood to the market, 
and sell it at once. 

Shortly after the attendant returned and 
placed a bag of money before Achmet, who 
divided it into two heaps (Turkish money in 
those days consisted of large dcbased coins), 
and, calling the complainant, said, “This be 
longs to you,” and turning to the chamber- 
lain, ‘This remains to your excellcncy.” 

“What do you mean?’ exclaimed the 
chamberlain. 

“Why,” replied Achmet, ‘‘as you positively 
refused to pay a debt, which it has been de- 
cided by a court of law that you owed, and 
as I have been applied to officially in the 
matter, I have caused the horse on which 
you rode here to be sold, and have paid your 
creditor out of tho proceeds; I uow hand 
over to you the remainder of the money.”

Mr, Wiman to the Montroal Company— 


Conmnents of the Press. 
MONTREAL, De 20 In his cireular of 
De IS to the President, dire rs and 
i lors of th Montreal ‘Telegraph 
y Mr. Erast Win President 
Great Northwestern Telograph Com- 
pany of Canada, say “Itis a matter of 
t regret to be compelled to announce to 
you that the Great Northwestern Telegraph 
Company is no longer earning an income 
sufliciont to pay you dividends at tho rate of 
S percent, per annum. From various causes, 
Which will be onumerated to you, the re- 
ceipts of telegraph lines in the control of 


this company have steadily declined, and it 
has only beon by antivipating the revenues 
from yur property, and the pledge of per- 
onal credit, that you have received the 
juarterly dividends recently pnid to you,” 
Mr, Wiman states that the net revenue for 
the year ended Sept, 1 was $156,362 and 
the amount of annual payments to the 
Montreal and Dominion companies $242,- 
500, showing a deficiency of $56,138 for the 


twelve months, 

The circular requests a reluction of the 
yearly rental from 8 to 6 per cent., which 
“would enable your contractors to maintain 
your properly ia the bost possible condition, 


to elloctually serve the public, and meet 
with promptitude the quarterly payments 
cf routal, which for some time have boon 


with tho utmost difficulty provided, and 


thon only after the thirty days’ grace per- 
mitted in the original agreement.” 
The cau of the alloyed declining re 


\imed tobe the competition ofthe | 
tailway'slines, the growth 
of the telophone service, the want of good 
crops, the changed character of agriculturai 
products now dealt in and « reduction in the 
volume ol Spe ulative business. 

The prayor for a reduction is backed up, 
os is Mr. Wiman's custom, by throats of 
unpleasant consequences in case of a re- 
fusal. Should the company take buck their 
lines, he says, they would lose tho friend- 
ship of the Western Union, than which no 
calamity could be greater, and on the other 
band ‘nothing but disaster can be contem- 
platel from again establishing a ruinous 
colnpetition between the Montreal company 
and the Dominion company, for a business 
now largely cut into by the Canadian 
Pacific company and the telephone com- 
pany. 

The circular complains that the Montroal 
company has partially failed to maintain 
the lessees in exclusive and peaceable pos- 
session of certain lines, and offers in case of 
the reduction being granted to deposit with 
o bank at Montreal as additional collateral 
security a majority of the shares of the 
Great North-western Telegraph Company. 

To this the President of the Montreal 
Telegraph Company responded yesterday 
“The subject matter having been carefully | 
considered by the board, aud the contents 
of th ivcular having been found to be 
misicading andincorrect, the directors are

constr lto withhold their consent and 
counté ceto the distribution of matter 
evilently intended to create uneasiness in 


the minds of the shareholders, any reason 
for which the board believe does not exist.” 

As soon us the circular was made public | 
the stock of the Montreal Company became 
weaker and sold off 4 to 91 with fairly activo 
dealings. 

The press voice the general indignation of 
the public. The Gazette says “Mr 
Erastus Wimanis the brigand of the tele- 
graph world. His letter to the directors of 
the Montreal company is atonco character- 
istic am unique. Only Mr, Wiman could haye 
inditedit Reading it one can readily under- 
stand how its author so quickly became 
eo millionaire. Given time and  op- 
portunity he miay be depended upon to rival 
his friend and brother manipulator, Jay 
Gould. Pointing his pistol at the share- 
holders whose property he a few years ago 
obtaine | control of, he tells them that he 
has decided that he will no longer pay them 
the price bargained for, that he has them at 
his merey, and that they may take what he 
olfers or nothing.” 

The Herald says that it ‘‘looks very 
much like an attempt on the part of pecvle 
in the confidence of the Western Union and 
Great Northwestern, to ‘bear’ Montreal 
Tolegraph stock witha view of buying it 
up and securing absolute control of it inde- 
pendent of the agreement and lease of 
August, 1881, In other words the partial 
check on monopoly secured by that agree- 
ment is to be brokeu by the buying up of 
the stock by the Americans, That 
secured the agreement will be wiped 
outand tho telegraph monopoly will be- 
come asolute, It. is worth while for 
Canadians to consider whether they should 
not tuke steps to prevent such a copsumima- 
tion, by retaining control of Montieal Tele- 
graph stock, and to insist upon the Great 
Northwestern and Weatern Union imple- 
menting the strict letter of the agreement of 
August, 1881, in default of which they 
should at once resume possession of the 
Montreal Telegraph-Compuny’s lines and 
thus break down the partial monopoly now 
existing.”

We have, at different times, pointed out 
that Mr, Wiman’s methods in his advocacy 
of his commercial annexation project were 
those of the professional ** promoter," who 
aticks at nothing in endeavoring to gain his 
end. His dealings with the Montreal Tel 
egraph Company bear out fully the correct- 
ness of our estimate of the man. Seven 
years ago he was working to secure the con 
trol of the Company named, and on the Ist 
of July 1881 he issued a pamphlet urging 
the consummation of his scheme, in which 
publication he said : 

A certain and fixed value to the Montreal 
stock, at a figure fully up to its intrinsic worth, 
is seoured by a regular and certain quarterly 

yment of a divideod of e ght per cent, ne 
By it a liberal rate of dividend is assured be- 
yond peradventure, and i & payment, every quar- 
ter, will n t be dep-ndent upon the counting. n- 
cies of business, tue uncertainties of profic, or 
the certsint.es of competition. 

In another pamphlet issued six weeks 
later, Mr. Wiman dilated on the value of 
the guarantee proposed to be given by the 
Western Union ; and finally an agreement 
was entered into under which the Great 
North Western stipulated : 

That the (Montreal) Company shal), during 
the continuance of this agreemens, continue to 
receive the quarterly sum of forty.one thou 
sand two huaured and fifty dollars at the dates 
heretofore mentioned, whether the earnings and 
revenue of the said Ines and pioperty shall 
amount to that sum, or more, or less, 

The agreement was guaranteed by the 
Western Union. 

Now Mr. Wiman is trying to frighten 
the Montreal Telegraph shareholders into 
accepting a 6 per cent. instead of an 8 per 
cent. dividend, 

Pointing his pistol at the shareholders 
whose property he a few years ago obtain- 
ed control of, says the Gazette, he tells 
them that he has decided that he will no 
longer pay them the price bargained for, 
that he bas them at his mercy, and that 
they may take what he offers or nothing. 
He has, in the exercise of the power they 
gave him, put their property in a position 
in which practically it would be, if they 
took it back in their own hands, of no use 
tothem. The guarantee of dividend by the 
Western Union company, they are told, 
is valueless; their plant as a means of 

earning dividends is, to them, next to 
valueless, Where they once had two 
thousand offices under their control they 
will now have four, in Montreal, Quebec, 
Toronto and Octawa. All the others, and 
all their employees are in control of the 
G. N. W. Uompany or of the Dominion 
Oompany, which the G. N. W Company, 
which is Mr. Wiman, will use to fizht the 
crippled Montreal concern with. The 
Dominion Company has exclusive contracts 
with the Western Union for American and, 
with the allied cable companies, for Euro- 
pean connections, The Montreal company 
has left ouly the Canadian business to bight 
for in competition with the Canadian Paci- 
fic and the Great North Western, and it 
would take, Mr. Wiman tells it, months to 
straighten out its affairs and put it in a 
Position to do a general business. 

Happily Mr. Wiman has not the power 
to carry out his threats, because the agree- 
ment above quoted from further provides 
that if the Great North-Westesn TNegraph 
Company fail to make a quarterly payment, 
and notice in writing to that fact is given 
tothe guarantors—the Western Union—the 
Montreal Telegraph may resume possession 
of its lines without the necessity of resort- 
ing to legal proceedings,

A 1607 toh Wheel. 

Scranton, Dec. 22 —The largest wheel 
of the kind ever made in this country, and 
probably the largest of any kind, is now in 
course of construction at the machine shop 
of the Dickson Manufacturing Company on 
Penn-avenue. It is what is called a sand 
wheel, and it is being made for the Calumet 
and Hecla Copper Company of the ‘Lake 
Superior region. The great wheel will be 
fifty-threo feet in diameter, and several feet 
wide, and the Dickson Manufacturing Com- 
pany will get $70,000 for it, It is being 

uilt around a 20-inch hollow shaft of gun 
metal, and it will weigh between 150 and 
160 tons when completed. When the great 
wheel is put in place at the copper mines it 
will be made to revolve slowly by means of 
enormous cogs on the surface of its ciroum- 
ference, These cogs are being cast in seg: 
ments and will weigh many tonsin the ag- 
gregate. On each side of the mammoth 
wheel there will be fifty buckets, each of 
which will hold about 100 gallons, and these 
buckets will elovate the washings and dump 
them into a sluiceway. After the great 
wicca bas been built up and al! the finish- 
put on, it will be 
taken apurt and shipped. Every piece will

trouble in putting the wheel together, and 
it will take cight or ten cars to transport it,

Tho other wife insisted upon moving into 
a larger house than her busband felt able 
to keep up, and finally, having gained her 
point, deliberately ran him in debt for 
$400 worth of new furniture, Such women 
do not deserve the name of wife, They 
have tho mercenary spirit of the mistress, 
who only cares for money, 

The wifeshould be the firat mate of the 
ship of matrimony. Sho should not only 
assist in steering the oraft through financial 
gales, but she should be ever on the watch 
to avert danger, and her fine instincts 
should tell her when to tack or lower sails, 
without waiting for orders from the cap- 
tain. 

Tho potty tyrant or nagging wife is, per- 
haps, the most hopeless case of all. The 
most trivial courtesy_or attention he shows 
another woman arouses a nasty phase of 
jealousy in her nature, and she renders 
herself ridiculous, and her husband is hu- 
miliated constantly. She is forever refer- 
ring to the time when he was a lover, and

and do not act cold and show resentment

Praise him freely for every kind act or 
word he gives you. Do not act as if they 
were your right, but take them as precious 
gifts, to bo received with gratitude, Praise 
for attention is the most delicate reproof 
for neglect. Try and never render yourself 
disagreeable in your mannor or actions in 
presence of your husband, No matter if 
he does not seem to notice it, he will re- 
member it when absent from you, and it 
will not make him eager to return to you, 
Let him find nowhere outside of his home 
&% woman 80 agreeable and courteous and 
winning as the one he left in it. 

Study his moods as you would study the 
most difficult piece of music, the deepest 
mathematical problem, or the most intri- 
cate stitches in needlework, and make it 
the aim of your life to lend yourself to his 
varying needs, as water shapes itself to any 
vessels into which it is poured. 

I once knew a woman who gave years of 
her life to studying the moods of the in 
sane, that she might beable to lead them 
out of their mental mazes into the light of 
reason. Sheaccomplished miracles. Sure- 
ly a wife ought to be possessed of as great 
devotion toward her husbaud as this woman 
felt for nofortunate bnmanity. 

There are scores of unhappy households

The Lattor Unwilling to Leave W adeolal 
The Report of the Explorers Arrival on 
the Arnwhimt Conflemed, 

Zanziwan, Doc. 23,—One of 
measongors sent in to the interior 
in the hope of obtaining news « f Emin and 
Stanley from caravans, has sent a despatch 
announcing that he met Arab traders from 
Wadelai who positively affirmed that Stan- 
ley met Emin there about Jan, 20 Stanloy, 
tho traders said, had 380 mon and plenty of 
stores. Hehad endured great privations, 
Lut he and all his party-were well, tah 
extremely exhausted. The delay in reach- 
ing Wadelai was duo to difficulties encount- 

| ered on the route, the oxpedition having to 
| make a long detour vowarda tho northeast in 
order toavoid swamps and hostile tribes. 

Emin was then ina fairly good position 

| although some of his Egyptian oflicers were 
| grumbling and many of his soldiers had 0. 
sorted. The Kings of Uganda and Unyoro 

wore hostile to Emin, who was obliged im 

November to repel predatory inoursions 

from the east, His general health was good 

but he had been suffering from an affection 
of the eyes for two months. :

EMIN’S SAFETY DOUBTED. 


Hlow the Latest News from Stanley ts Tn- 
torpreted at Berlin. 


Beri, Deo, 23.—The committee of the 
Emin relief association give more credence 
to the reported arrival of Stanley on the 
Aruwhimi than they did to Osman Digna’s 
story of Emin Pasha’s capture, but they 
have decided to continue the preparations 
for sending out the Wissman expedition for 
Emin's relief until the nows is verified, 
Some of the members of the committee in 
discussing the contradictions between the 
despatch received from Zanzabar, which 
reports that Stanley had reached the 
Aruwhimi, and the one that came from the 
Congo reporting the arrivel on the 
Aruwhimi of both Stanley and Emin, con- 
clude that Stanley had reached tne 
Aruwhimi, intending to return to Emin 
Pasha, but hold that the safety of the 
latter remains in doubt, 

The departure of Lieutenant Wissman 
will now be retarded until early in Febru- 
ary. This delay is partly due to the impos- 
sibility of obtaining the passage of the Kast 
African bill by the Reichstag before 
February. Although the release of Emin 
Pasha will be one object of the expedition, 
it will also act in support of the anti-slavery 
operations. It will be proposed in the 
Reichstag that a partof the money voted 
by the bill shall be used for raising a force 
of colonial troops, cven if it happens that 
Emin Pasha is safe, Lieutenant Vissman's 
Eee already formed will be the probable 

asis of the expedition into the interior, 
Wissman expects, whateyer happens, to 
lead the colonizing force.

Balls Full of Life, 


During a tramp through the woods of Van 
Diemen’s Land a sportsman observed what 
he thought to be immense hornets’ nests hang- 
ing tothe limbs of high trees. He spoke of 
them to his host, and the next day the farmer, 
going with him to the woods, said: ‘‘Watch 
that nest while I flreatit.” As the report of 
the gun burst upon the air the nest, or ball, 
fell apart as if by magic, while a loud chirp- 
ing came from each fragment, that instead 
of dropping to the ground rose high above 
the trees and winged itself away. The round 
gray ball was a cluster of wood swallows, 
and the farmer told the sportsman that when 
he first saw one of them he climbed up ona 
high limb with a musquito net to capture 
what he bad also supposed to be a hornet’s 


| nest. 


These are tho only birds known to have this 
remarkable babit. At certain times in the 
day they will begin to congregate about a 
tree, and suddenly several will alight upon a 
dend limb and cling to its under side, Others 
will join them, hanging with their heads 
down, until a ball is formed that grows 
rapid)y, the new comers alighting and cling- 
ing to each other with their claws, and final- 
ly the entire flock is suspended in a groat 
ball. How so few birds can sustain the 
weight of all the others seems miraculous, 
Sometimes they appear to bo asleep and the 
ball drops as if tho birds near the limb had 
lost their hold. It then falls apart and the 
birds fly away.—Philadelphia Times, 


Artesian Wells in Memphis. 

Tho cities of the Mississippi valley have 
never been noted for the purity of thoir 
water supply, as they have depended largely 
on river water. The city of Memphis has 
been experimenting with artesian wolls, and 
has found an inexhaustible supply of the best 
water directly under its site. A true artesian 
basin covered by a perfectly impervious 
stratum has been discovered, whioh is now 
fast displacing the unsatisfactory Wolf river 
Hitherto this 
has supplied the city’s wants 
artesian wells bave been driven 
2,000 by 300 feet, They aredrivon to a depth 
of about 450 fect, They first pass through 20 
feet of bluff loam, then through 24 feeb of 
sand and gravel, aud flually through 150 feet 
impervious clay. 

Tho water bearing stratum is then reached, 
which consists of perfectly clean sand 700 
fect deep. The water rises far abovyo the 
Jovel of tho Mississippi river, It 1s impossible 
to overestimate the importance of this de- 
velopment asfar as Memphis alono is con 
cerned, Butthesamo basin includes inany 
othor cities, and eventually a large area may 
bo benefited by the discovery so happily mado

One of the deck hands who escaped says 
there were about 100 persons on board, and 
that only about a dozen can now be found 
alive. Tho engineer and pilot were saved. 
All were Bares more or loss, some of them 
sovorely. 

It was just before Christmas day was 
being ushered in that the fine steamer was 
coming down the river. Several of the 
passengers woro seated in the cabin having 
amorry time and with no though of im- 
pending catastrophe. Many of the crew 
and passengers were asleep when the fire 
broke out and spread with indescribable 
rapidity. The details of the suffering and 4 
death of some of the passongers are barrow 
ing in the extreme. 

The boat had reached a point which was 
but a short distance above the town when a 
nogro roustabout near the boiler room ran 
out to the deck and shouted that the boat 
was on fire. John Cullen, o stoker, was 
near the place at the time, and seeing 
the flames bursting forth from the big 
tiers of cotton near the boiler ran hastily to 
the engine room and gave the alarm, En- 
gineer Merriman took in tho,situation at o 

lance and at once soutdedy the alarm by 

lowing the steam whistlé and ringing the 
bells, fs an instant the flagyes shot through 
the cabin and over the sidBsof the cotton, 
enveloping the entite bong in fire. 

Clerk Powell was upstairs at tho time | 
and when he saw the flames ho heroically | 
ran through the smoke which filled the 
cabin and tried to arouse the sleeping peo- 
ple. He kicked at the doors and in a shore 
time almost everybody was awake. 

Then confusion worsg, confounded appear- 
ed and the frantic people on the boat ran 
to different exits to make their escape, but 
tho boat was piled high With cotton and the 
passageways were filled with smoke, Many 
dropped before they were able to get to the 
forward part of the boat and were dead 
when the steamer went down. As soon 
An no Cane wee BUDB OY Uvee ee ellvert ui 
nave everything to match.

As soon as the smoke und flames began to 
shootup the sides of the boat Captain 
Jolles, the pilot, swung the wheel around 
and headed the boat for the shore. A full 
head of steam was on at the time and 
the boat was soon run into the bank. 
Before she did so, however, she was 
doomed. All of her timber was then 
furiously burning. When she struck the 
bank she vandal away again and swung | 
around, drifting down as sho burned. Then 
Capt. Jolles jumped out over the cotton 
bales and springing into tho river swam 
ashoro, . 

The sight wasa weird ono viewed from 
tho bank und the town was aroused. Float- 
ing cotton, charred timber and the debris 
filled the river, and many people was strug: 

ling dosperately inthe water for thoir 
ives. Some were able to swim ashore, but 
most were 80 badly burned or so thoroughly 
exhausted that they struggled but a few 
momonts and sank to rise nomore. As the | 
burning boat struck the bank of the river 
tho crew and passengers who had beon able | 
to reach the forward end of the boat sprang 
ashore, some with scorched faces and 
bruised limbs and many with scarcely any 
covering. 

Among thoso who managed to got off 
were Capt. Holmes and Bob Smith, the un- 
fortunate pilot of the ill-fated White, who 
Was a passonger. Both wore burned nigh 
unto death, and the story of the manner in 
which they suffered ia most heart-r« nding. 

When the captain jumped ashore he was 
horribly burned and in his frantic desire to | 
be relieved from the pain he was suffering 
ho buried his face hands in the soft 
mud and bezged most piteously for someone | 
to help him. Smith was just behind and 
was laid out by the side of the dying cap 
tain, Nothing could be done for tho suffer.

THE CROSSING CASE. 

The unanimous decision of the Supreme 
Coort in favor of the province in the Mani- 
toba railway crossing case will, we feel as- 
sured, be approved of by nine-tenths of the 
Canadian people, Strongly as we have 
supported the CO. P. R, in their efforts to 
prevent the diversion of the North West 
trade to United States channels, and highly 
regrettable as it would be if such should be 
the result of the decision referred to, we 
cannot but feel that such a restriction a, 
was contended for by the C. P. R. would 
be inequitable and unjust, and intolerable 
to the people of the province. 

In our opinion the C, P. R, went too far 
in this matter, (especially considering the 
purchase of their monopoly) by attempting 
to place upon the Dominion Act an inter- 
pretation which it was never intended to 
bear. 

As {is pointed out by the Ottawa corres- 
pondent of the Empire, the view taken by 
the Supreme Court is that which has always 
been taken by the Dominion Government» 
who have left to their operation all acts en- 
abling works of that kind to be constructed 
under the authority of the provinces. The 
decision removes from Parliament a vexed 
question, and shows that the law in ques- 
tion was not, as the Grit press asserted, a 
seizure of provincial rights nor as restrictive 
as the O, P. R. sought to have it declared. 

The C. P. R. propose, it is stated, to lit- 
igate further ; but we cannot help thinking 
that they would have been wiser to have 
saved the fee of $10,000 and the refresher 


~ of $100 per day which they paid to the Hon. 


Edward Blake to argue their case for.them. 

The assertion that the Dominion Govern- 
ment were defeated in the contest is untrue, 
The Federal authorities took no part in the 
case beyond aiding in its submission, That 
some of them anticipated the decision is, 
we believe, a fact; and that it is satisfac- 
tory to them, for the reasons above given, 
is highly probable. 


EDITORIAL BREVITIES, 


Prof. Goldwin Smith, in a letter to the 
Mail, apoligizas for Congressman Butter- 
worth’s annexation resolution and says ‘no- 
thing can be more respectful and friendly 
towards Canada than the language in 
which the resvlution is couched.” The 
Professor is easily satisfied—probably if a 
highwayman were to demand his money or 
his life in ‘‘respectful and friendly” lan- 
guage, he would thank the robber for his 
courtesy and hand over his cash.

When brovght to task by comparison of 
his loan company prospectus with tho 
atatements contained in his speeches, he 
will exptain that he was holding up the ail 
ver side of the shield to prospective bor- 
rowers and showing the copper side to all 
others. At least this is what he aaid on q 
previous occasion, when after assuring 
British investors, in a circular asking bids 
for a loan, that our debt had been incurred 
for objects of public utility and that the 
country had full value for its investment, 
he returned to hia doleful wailings over the 
financial condition of the country. Such 
are tho methods of the (probable ) future 
leader of the Grit party. The people can-

THE FLOUR OUTPUT. 


Production Restricted by Low Water and 
Flonting Ice—The Market Dall, 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 27.—The Northwest- 
ern Miller says: Low water and floating 
ice have much to do with keeping the flour 
output restricted to small limits. The total 
production last weck was ‘59,480 bbls., 
against 64,500 bbls. the week before, and 
102,000 bbls. for the corresponding time in 
1887. ‘There is stilla deficiency of water 
power, and none of the mills moving are 
getting outa full product, except where 
assisted by steam. Eleven mills were in 
operation to-day 
the slipinents have been in excess of the 
manufacture, this being due to two or three 
firms \ithdrawing some of the flour they 
had in store, 

The prevailing dullness in the flour mar- 
ket is rather more pronounced than ever 
this week and in a measure is attributed to 
the holiday season. It is oxpected that 
the big break in wheat to-day will have 
good effect on the market, Ocean rates 
are weak and lower. 

The export trade is still nominal. The 
direct exports for the week ending Dec. 
22 were 16,200 against 14,850 for the pre- 
ceding week. About 5,000 barrels of this 
were on asingle order for Leith.

His Worship Mayor Willson, in his addross 
to the electors, claimed altogether too 
much for himself in connection with the 
| alteration made in the system of collecting 
taxos, and in tho reduction of the peroent- 
ago paid to the « sllectors As the citizens 
aro interested in the mattur, & representa 
| tive of this journal interviewed Alderman 
J. W. Johnson, chairman of the Exeoutive 
Committeo and leader of the Council, 
touching the mattor, and tho rooult is giv 


en bolow. 

**VYou have doubtless the 
claims made by the Mayor in his addross 
to the electors, Mr. Johnson, to the effect 
that he is the author of the successful and 
popular financial schemos carried into effect 
by this yoar’s Council,” 

‘* Yos, I was both surprised and amused, 
as, no doubt, the other members of the 
Council were. Ib is a case of kidnapping, 
and as you have given me the opportunity 
by intorviewing me, I will claim my offspring 
from the Doctor.” 

* The INTELLIGENCER, then, was right in 
doubting the Mayor's claims {” 

‘Quite right. The scheme of allowing 
a discount for the prompt payment of taxes 
up to a certain time, accepting payment at 
par up to a date later on, and after that 
charging.an additional percentage, is one | 
advocated in Council when my predecessor 
was in office, and when I succeeded him | 
determined to submit it with the estimates; 
ving, with that object in view, gone into 
the figures and probable result with the 
Treasurer." 

‘*Ts that not the usual way in business, 
the man who peys promply gets a cash dis- 
count ?" ; 

*Yoa, and in municipal affairs the nearor 
we come in their management to good busi- 
ness principles the better,” 

**Did the Mayor suggest this plan of col- 
leoting ? In effect he claims that he did,” 

‘No, and the most amusing part of His 
Worship’s address is this (you have the pa- 
per in your hand, read) ‘fhe Chairman of 
Finance haying reforred it to his committee 
also kindly assisted me in carrying it out,’ ” 

“The Executive Committee considered 
the estimates on a Friday evening. I had 
them all prepared the evening previous, 
and as a matter of courtesy to the Mayor I 
took them to his private oflice that evening 
and went over them and explained them to 
him,” 

“Were the two schemes he claims as his 
in your papers when you submitted them for 
the mayor's inspection ?” 

‘Yes, not only two but the three that 
he claims,’ The plan of one collector, as 
well as the reduction in the commission for 
collecting, and the discount for prompt 
payment were all there. When I became 
Ohairman of Finance, and found out that 
the collection of taxes was costingso much 
more than I thought it did, | determined 
to ask the Council to largely reduce the 
cost and appoint one collector,” 

‘Did his Worship advocate these schemes 
by speaking for them when the estimates 
were being considered in committee of the 
whole Council ?” 

**No, he took no part in the debate.” 

**Could he have spoken if he desired |’ 

‘Oertainly, in committee of the whole 
the Mayor can, and is expected to state his 
views on important questions,” 

**His position would give great weight 
to his views, I suppose }"’ 

** Yes. His Worship took great interest 
ih the Bridge question, and at ordinary 
committees, and in committee of the whole 
Council, he spoke ably and forcibly on that 

uestion, and I know he exercised more in- 

uence than an ordinary member could.” 

‘* Your financial schemes were approved 
by His Worship, but he gave you no more 
aid in carrying them than by simply voting 
for them, is what I understand you to 
say 7!’ 

** Yes, that is just it.” 

“‘] may add that I proposed 1} por 
cent, to the Council as the remuneration 
to be paid the collector of taxes—this was 
one half of what had been paid previously. 
Alderman Collins moved that one per cent 
only be paid and his motion carried.”’ 

** Your principle of a large reduction 
carried, so 1 suppose you were satisfied?” 

“Oh, yes, buo I still think that 1} would 
only yield a fair remuneration, for you 
know I declined to pay any part of the 
collector's expenses this year.” 

**Will future Oouncils likely seek to 
raise the commission }” 

“That is just the danger in going to an 
extreme. The 1} per cent, rate would 
leave no Alderman an excuse for increas- 
ing it, while the 1 per cent. may,and when 
the start upward is made it would not be 
likely to halt at 1}.”’ 

‘**Offera have been made to collect the 
taxes at even a lower rate than is now 
paid, I believe?” 

‘Yes, but the statute distinctly forbids 
the collection of taxes being given in this 
way.” 

**“Why?” 

* Well, I suppose it is to prevent as far 
as possible unworthy and irresponsible men 
from getting the job, simply because they 
offer to do it for the smallest remunera- 
tion.” 

** Would you like to say anything else, 
Mr. Johnson ?”’ 

“‘Yos, I would like to say that Dr. Will- 
son’s intercourse with the members of the 
Oouncil has been of the most pleasant char- 
acter.” 

‘* How are you going in the contest for 
the Mayoralty yourself} 

“Good morning. my dear sir." 

This being a gentle hint that the inter- 
view was at an end, aad that the Chairman 
of the Executive had plenty of work to do, 
the reporter asked just one more question 
and withdrew; ‘You are running for the 
Council again in Ketcheson Ward, are you 
not, Mr, Johnson?”

An Ostrich Race. 


At acommand from the doctor ono of the 
Madrusese keepers opened the doors of one of 
the pens, and in response to the doctor's call 
two’ superb ostriches came running to him. 
After caressing the gentle creatures for a few 
moments he showed them a handful of figs, 
of which they were extremely fond. Two of 
his nen then restrained the birds by placing 
nooses about their legs until he and myself 
had walked tothe other end of the course, 
Then, atasignal from the doctor, the birds 
were released and the race bogan, It wasa 
rare sight. Ornithologists toll us that the 
stride of the ostrich when feeding is from 
twenty to twenty-two incbes; when walking, 
but not feeding, twenty-six inches, and when 
terrified, from eleven and one-half to four- 
teen feet. It seemed to me that in this race 
for a handful of figs from their master these 
gigantic birds covered the last named dis- 
tanco at every stride.

Nearer and 
nearer they camo, their speed increasing 
with every moment till I was almost terrified 
lest they should run us down, feeling certain 
that we could not withstand tho shock. They 
kept well abreast for nearly balf the dis- 
tance, and then one began to forge abead. 
He: steadily increased his lead till within a 
few feet of us, when he turned bis bead, and 
seeing that bis competitor was considerably 
in the rear, he slackened his pace, and jog- 
ging up to tho doctor, received his reward in 
figs and caresses.—Los Angeles Letter.

By 10 0’clock next morning 
the fourteen Canadian and American young 
men and youug women were transformed 
into Chinamen and Chinawomen. The 
dress I found to be very convenient, but 
the shoes are rather hard to walk in at 
first.

This was a 
strange affair, we were shown Into a room 
large enough toaccommodate the whole party 
but not a solitary article of furniture was 
to be seen, The floor was of mud anda 
raised brick platform along one side was 
meant for usa to sleop on. Oa this 
spread our pu kaois, or beds, which is a 
mattress 6 feet square. This you roll up 


we 


and slip into, wo it serves for both 
bed and blankets. We carry this with 
us wherever we go, At daylight 
we divided into two parties and en- 


tered the city by different gates, so as not 
to excite too n uch suspicion. We reached 
the Mission home and met the greatest 
kindness from Mr. and Mra. Wood. G.d 
has already given us an hundred-fold for all 
we have given up. Sunday was a happy 
day, notwithstynding all the wickedness we 
could see going on around us, In the after- 
noon | attended the native service, and aleo 
saw an.idolatrous procession for the first 
time. Oh, if 1 could only describe my feel 
ings | how I longed to be able to proclaim 
the knowledge of the true God, As idol 
after idol passed, all of them hideous, rude 
music was played and cvuntless firecrackers

being to drive out the evil spirits. They 
march through every’street of the city and 
out of every gate, finishing at the north 
when they think they are all gone.

MURDER ON AN OYSTER BOAT. 


The Mate Stabbed by « Colored Man and 
Thrown Overbourd, 

AtxLantTio City, N. J., Dec. 28.—John 
Martin, mate of the oyster schooner Annie 
Carl, New Haven, was murdered last 
night aboard the schooner, which is lying 
here at anchor, by Andrew Grimes, col- 
ored, of Baltinore. The mate went be- 
low to wake up Grimes, who had been 
dvinking during the day and noglectio 
his duty. They had a few hot words and 
the mate went on deck again. Grimes 
stealthily followed him and plunged a 4- 
inch knife into his shoulder, the force of 
the blow throwing the mate into the rig- 
ging. Ho thon repeatedly atabbed him 
in the breast aid ueck. Steward Alfred 
S. Wilcox and « colored man named Jolin 
Stokes were abourd, but fearing an attack 
from the colored fien« jumped into a small 
boat and rowed ashore for assistance. 

Police aid was summoned and the 
party returned to the schooner, ‘They 
found Grimes in bed and feigning sleep. 
He was handcuffed sad taken on deck, 
when it was discovered that he had 
thrown the body overboard. The body 
was recovered and Gyimes taken to the 
City Hall, where he bad o hearing. He 
declined to make any statement other than 
that the mate and he hadarow, He says 
he has been marricd six times, and 
was working his way to York River, 
Va., on the schooner. The murdered 
man was about 50 yoars of age, un- 
married, and the only supportof an aged 
mother, 


NEW WAY TO PAY A BOARD BILL. 


How Cizarmaker Leopold Tried to Get

New Havex, Conu., Dec, 28.—A darin 
attempt at incendiarism was discovered 
carly yesterday morning in the tenement 
No. 817 Grand-ayenuve, which contains a 
dozen families, about fitty persons living 
under the one roofs It is three stories in 
height. On the first floor is a saloon. 
Mrs. William Knoth occupied a few rooms 
and kept a few boarders, One of them, 
Frank Leopold, a cigarmaker, about 35 
years of ago, lately has been drinking and 
was behind with his board. Mrs. Knoth 
told him on Monday to pay or get out. He 
did not pay, but said he would get square 
with her.

Davies AND GENTLEMEN : 

Having elected me as your Chief Magis- 
trate for 1888—one of the highest honors 
in the gift of the poople—I have endeavored 
conscientiously to carry out the trust repos- 
edin me to the best of my ability. The 
Water Works scheme was one of the most 
important measures before the Council of 
1888, and, I trust, was disposed of to the 
satisfaction of all interested. 

The estimates having been based with, 
regard to economy upon the financial con 
dition of the city by the able Chairman of 
Finance, who allotted to the Chairmen: of 
the several Committees the respective sums 
to be appropriated —which were not exceed- 
ed by them—the beneficial results of such 
a judicious expenditure will be more mani- 
feat another year than at present. 

It is a great satisfaction to our citizens to 
know that by means of our system of water 
works—acknowledyed by the Inspector of 
the Underwriters’ Association to be the best 
in the Dominion—and the efficient fire de- 
partment, that the Board of Underwriters 
have been pleased to raise us from Class D 
to B, thus saving in insurance premiums a 
sum equal to $50,000 per annum. 

My scheme for the appointment of one 
Collector was not carried out, but resulted 
in giving what was equivalent to one salary 
to two Collectors, thus saving a thousand 
dollars to ths city. Also arebate on allsums 
paid on or before the 1st of November, giv- 
ing the taxpayers the benefit of a large sav- 
ing by prompt payment. The Chairman of 
Finance having referred it to his committee 
also kindly assisted me in carrying it out. 
Iam glad to say that the Treasurer pro- 
nounces it a financial success, the amount 
paid in being about $57,000. 

Another of the most important measures 
before the Council for 1888, and which oc- 
cupied a great deal of the time of the Coun 
cil, was the bridging of the Bay, and in 
which I have taken a great interest in com 
mon with many others, from its incipient 
stage to the present ; and even should I aot 
be returned as your Mayor another year I 
will continue to do so, as [ deem it a most 
important enterprise, assisting in building 
up this city. 

There are many other less important mea- 
sures which will command the attention of 
the new Council to which I cannot refer, as 
time and space will not’ permit. As you 
are aware, my nomination (even in my ab- 
sence) was thrust upon me last year, and it 
was only to please my friends that laccepted. 

Now forthe reason that [ am a heavy 
taxpayer, and interested in the growth of 
the city—not the mere honor—1 would like 
to be returned for the ensuing year. Pre- 
vious to the election I did not say that if [ 
were returned [ would not seek re election, 
as has been stated by my opponents, 

As I shall not be able to make a personal 
canvass, I therefore solicit your votes and 
influence to elect me as your Mayor for1889,

invalid, Thesecond crop of grass is almost 
always short Royal blood is generally 
scrofulous. You will Hot be surprised, then, 
to bear that King Hezekiah had disorders 
which broke out in a carbuncle, virulent and 
deathful. The Lord wold him he must dio; 
he did not want to die, He turned his faco 
to the wall, so that his payer would not 
be interrupted, and cried to God for his 
life God heard the prayér and an- 
swered -it, saying: ‘Behold, I sill--heal 
thee.” Batthére was human instrumentality 
to be employed, This carbunclo needed a 
“cataplasm.” That is a tough word wo use 
to show how much we know. If in the pul- 
pit we always used words the people under- 
stood, we never should havo any reputation 
for learning. Well, this carbunole needed a 
“cataplasm," which is a poultice Your old 
mother, who doctored her cwn children in 
the time when physicians were not as plenty 
as they are now, Will tell you thatthe very 
best poultice isa fig, aud that was what she 
used upon the carbuncle of King Hezekiah. 
The power of God, accompanied by this, 
human instrumentality, cured the king. 

In this age of discovery, when men know 
so much it almost kills them, and write so 
wisely it almost kills us, it has been found 
out that prayer to God is a dead failure. All 
things are arranged according to inexorable 
Jaw. ‘There1sno usin praying to God for 
rain in time of drought. The “weather 
probabilities” in the morning papers will de- 
cidé the question; rain or no rain, and the 
whole nation in prayer before God would 
not bring down a single drop. Lam not now 
speaking of au imaginary theory, but of that 
which is believed: by ten thousand times ten 
thousand men. 

If sickness comes to your household, it will 
depend entirely upon ventilation, good dict, 
and the skill of the doctors, as to whether 
your child gets well. The father might pray 
all day, and the mother might pray all night 
—it would not bave any effect upon the case, 
If squills, belladonna, paregoric and gruel do 
the work, your child will get well; if not, 
not. There is acast iron God seated at the 
head of the universe, holding in the cold 
grasp of his metal fingers a band of law from 
which nothing can break away. 

Men abd women of God, at this point the 

reat battle of Christianity is to be fought. 
Tho great foeof Christianity to day isration- 
alism, that comes out from our schools, and 
universities, and magazines and newspapers, 
to scolf at Bible truth and caricature the old 
religion of Jesus, -Itsays Jesus is not God, 
for it is impossible to explain how he can be 
divine and human at the same time. Tho 
Bible is not inspired, for’there are things in 
it that they don’t like, Regeneration is a 
farce: there is good enough in us, and the only 
thing isto bringit out. Development is the 
word—development. The Garden of Eden isa 
fairy story and no more to be believed than tho 
“Arabian Nights,” or ‘Gulliver's Travels,” or 
‘Robinson Crusoe.” We. all started as ba- 
boons, and are blood relations to that monkey 
squirming about on the top of that band or- 
gan. Lazarus was not dead when Christ pro- 
tended toraise him; he was only playing 
dead. The water was not changed [nto wine 
at the wedding, but Christ brought iu somo 
wine that he had found elsewhere to make 
up the doficiency. Christ did not walk on 
the sea, but on the shore, so near that it 
seemed as if oe really were on the water. 

What is still more alarming is, that Chris- 
tian men dare not meet this ridicule, There 
is not one Christian man in five that can, un- 
blanched, stand in the presence of all this rafl- 
lery, saying: ‘I believe in the whole Bible, 
and in covery single statement that it makes,” 
Christian men try to soften the Bible down to 
suit the skeptics, The skeptics sneer at the 
dividing of the Red sea; and tho Christian 
goes to explaining that the wind blew a hur- 
ricane from one direction a good while, 
until all the water piled up; and besides, that 
it was low watér anyhow, and so tho Isracl- 
ites. went through without any trouble. 
Why not be frank and say: ‘I believe tho 
Lord God Almighty came to the brink of the 
Red sea, and with his right arm swung back 
the billow right side, and with his

Here are two cases of sicknoss 
alike; the samo kind of medicine is given to 
both of them, and in the samo quantities 
Tho one pationt recovers, and the other does 
not. Why! God blesses the one remedy, 
and does not bless the Prayer has 
helped many 4 blundering doctor through 
with a case that would have otherwise become 
completely unmanageable, There is such a 
thing as Gospel hygiene, as Christian pbar 
macy, as divino materia medica, That 
is a foolish man who, in case of sick- 
ness, goes only to human resources, when 
we have instances of the Lord's 
help in the sick room. Before you call 
the doctor while he is there, and after he 
goes away look up to him who cured Heze- 
kiah. Let tho apothecary sond the poultice, 
but God makes it draw, Ob! Iam glad to 
have a doctor who knows how to pray. God 
send salvation to all the doctors! Sickness 
would be oftener balked, death would be 
ofteer hurled back from tho door sill if med- 
ical men came into the sick room like Tsaiah 
of the text, with a prescription in their hands 
and the word of the Lord in their mouths, 

SOME MEN WHO BELIEVED IN PRAYER. 

John Abererombie, tho most celebrated 
physician of Scotland, prayed when he went 
into the sick room, and he wrote no more 
ably about ‘diseases of the brain” than about 
“the philosophy of the moral feelings.” I 
don’t know-how much of the medical success 
of Sydenham, and Gooper, and Harvey, and 
Rush depended upon the fact that they knew 
how to pray as well as to prescribe, I don't 
want a physician who sees no God in human 
anatomy to doctor my broken bones. If God 
made us (and I think he did), and if the 
Bible is true (and I am rather disposed to 
thinks it is), then it is not strange that prayer 
does traverse natural cause; ay, that it in- 
troduces a new cause. When God made the 
law, he did not make it so strong he could 
not. break it. If God made our bodies, when 
they are broken he is the one to mend them; 
and it is reasonable that we should call him ia 
to doit, If my furnace in the cellar breaks 
down, thers is no one so competent to 
repair it as the manufacturer. If my watch 
stops, there is no one so competent to set it 
going as the one who made it, If the body 
ia disordered, callin the Maker of it, Itis 
not all, as these physicists tell us, a matter 
of ventilation or poisoned air, of cleanliness 
or dirt, of nutritious diet or poor fare. 1 
have known pevple to get well in rooms 
where the windows had been six weeks down, 
tight shut, and I bave known them\to die 
right under patent ventilators. I have 
known children sickly who every day had 
their bath, and I have known children robust, 
the washing of whose faces would make their 
features unrecognizable, 

God did not make the Jaw and then run 
away fromit. Whatisalaw of nature? It 
is only God’s usual way of doing things. 
But he has said thatif his children ask him 
to do a thing, and he can conkistentliy do it, 
he will doit. Go on with your pills, and 
plasters, and nostrums, and elixirs, and your 
catholicon, but remember that the mightiest 
agency in your recovery is prayer. Prayer 
to God brought the king's cure, the lump of 
figs being the God directed human instru- 
mentality. 

1 would have you also see—for it is another 
lesson of the subject—that our prayer must 
also be accompanied by means. It isan out- 
rage to ask God to do a thing while we sit 
indolent. Tho prayer, to be acceptable, 
must come not only from the heart, but from 
the hands. We must work while we pray, 
devotion and work going together. Luther 
camo to Melancthon's bedside and prayed for 
his recovery, and insisted, at the samo time, 
that be should take some warm soup, the 
soup being just as important as the prayer. 
In the time of the great plague that came to 
York, of England, the priests prayed all 
night and all day for the removal of the 
plague, but did not think of clearing out the 
dead dogs and cats that lay in the gutters, 
causing the sickness, We must use means as 
well as supplications, Ifa fin has ‘‘even- 
ing prayers,” asking for health, and then sits 
down to a full supper of indigestibles 
at 11 o'clock at night, his prayer 
is a mockery, A farmer has no right to 
pray for tho safety of his family when he 
knows there is no cover on the cistern, The 
Christian man, reckless about his health, 
ought not to expect tho same answer to his 
prayer as the Christian mah expects who re- 
tires regularly at 10 o'clock at night, and 
| takes his morning bath with the appendix of 
| a Turkish towel. Paul said to the passengers 
of tho Alexandrian corn ship that they should 
get safe ashore, but he told them they must 
use means, and that was: “Stick tothe old 
ship!” God is not weak, needing our help, 
but God is strong, and asks us to co-operate 
with him that we may be strong, too. Pray 
by all means, but don’t forget the ig poul- 
tice, 

THE EFFICACY OF PRAYER ILLUSTRATED, 

That God answers prayers offered in tho 
right spirit, seconded by our own effort, is 
the first and the last lesson of this text, and 
it is a lesson that this age needs to learn. If 
all communication between carth and heaven 
ig cut off, let us know it, If all the Chris- 
tian prayers that are going up toward God 
never reach him, then, I say, let silencesmite 
the lips of the afflicted world, and tho nations 
smother their groans and die quictly. God 
does answer prayer, Tho text shows it, 
You say: ‘I don’t believe the Bible; I think 
that those things were merely coincidences,

which are often brought as answers to 
prayer.” Do you say that? Was it mere

That at 11 o’clock on that Sunday morning 
she walked up on deck, as bya miraculous 
recovery, I call the passengers on the San 
Jacinto, commanded by Capt. Atkins, Dec. 
16, to testify. This is no second hand story. 

Prayer impotent! If I dared to think there 
was no force in prayer, methinks God, after 
all he has done for me and mine, would strike 
medead. Prayer impotent! Why it is the 
mightiest force in the universe.” Lightning 
has no speed, the Alpine avalanche has no 
power, compared with it. 

Will you let the abstractions and the yaga- 
ries of a few skeptics, or a good many skep- 
tics, stand beside tho experience of Gen.

We would, however, remind the parties 
to the controversy that the idea of offeriug 
a bonus for prompt payment of taxes and 
imposing a fine tor laxity in that regard is 
by no means a new one. It was put in 
operation in Bolleville in 1877 by 
the late Thomas Holden, when he was 
Chairman of the Finance Committee and 
was continued in 1878 and 1879. lt 
was copied from Toronto. 

As to the collection of taxes by one per- 
son, Belleville never had more than one 
Collector until a few years ago, namely 
1880, when the work, which Mr, Ockerman 
found too heavy, was divided. 

If our worthy friend Dr, Willson has 
nothing to recommend him to the favor 
of the electors beyond the revival of an old 
idea—altered and improved by Alderman 
J. W. Johnson, and which alterations he 
can scarcely Jay claim to, as he never des- 
cended to the details of the scheuio which 
he apparently imagines he originated—and 
a return to the old system of one Collector, 
with a reduction in the rate of commission, 
his claim is hardly worthy of serious con- 
sideration. 

But supposing that Dr, Willson were en- 
titled to the credit which he claims, name- 
ly, that of originating instead of plagiarzing 
and having mentioned the matters referred 
toin his address, what then! He did no- 
thing towards giving effect to them, 
therefore he can only be credited with good 
intentions—and so worthless are good in- 
tentions which have not been carried out, 
that the infernal region is said to be paved 
with them.

Meala 
can be had at restaurants ab any price to 
suit. New York is the easiest place in the 
world to move about in, street railways in 
every direction, with the assistance of the 
elevated rosd will take you to almost any 
part of the city for five cents. Presuming 
you have selected your hote) in the vicitity 
of Madison square, you step out on Broad- 
way, with its teeming life and its everlast- 
ing rush. You board a street car and find 
how much the city owes Sharp for the great

As-you near Wall Street there is a complete 
block in the street; 4 policeman steps out 
to straighten matters—a raised baton is all 
that is necessary, when the onlooker cannot 
but admire the quiet authority ; some one 
has said that in London, next to being the 
Prince of Walesa he would like to be a po 
liceman, In New York one cannot but feel 
that the authority of a policeman, if not as 
great asthe President, is just now more 
lasting than that of President Oleveland. 

In this vicinity many immanse buildings 
can be seen. The post office, which covers 
a whole block, is rhe most conspicuous ; to 
the left is the City Hall, and next to it the 
Registry office, a building that was in oxist- 
ence at the time of the Revolution, Turn- 
ing to the right, you have in front of you 
Printing house square, about which are sit- 
uated the great printing offices of the city.

floor. Descending we pass by the Herald 
oftice—the finest building of its kind in the 
city in ita day. We enter the Equitable 
Insurance building, probably the most com- 
plete structure of its kind in America, 
Built of marble and iron, like all modern 
buildings of that class, itfire proof. From 
its roof probably the finest view can be ob- 
tained in the city, From this point you 
can see the cities that surround New York 

in the distance the Statue of Liberty 
beckons to the Old World to try the Now. 
Bolow you men look like little specks 
creeping along tho walk, and across Broad 
way is the city of the dead—-the grave y ard 
of Trinity Church, whose occupants never 
complain of the rush and the whirl of hu 
manu beings that constantly pass and repass 
their silent home.

Ella Wheeler on the Mental and Spirit 
ual Solences of To-day, 
(Copyrighted, 1885 ) 

Tho press men of the day scem united in 
their denouncements of every phase of 
mental, mind or spirit cure, or any refer 
ence to clairvoyancy or mind reading, and 
the believers in any of the modern miracles 
meet with derision and abuse at their 
hands. 

Every case of insanity or death said to 
result from the pursuance of these subjects 
is reported, and widely commented upon, 
while the good results are ignored and de- 
nied, 

Let us try and discover what those good 
results may be, 

A mighty spiritual wave is sweeping over 
the land and carrying many great intellects 
into its current. (By spirit wave I do not 
mean any reference to so-called spiritual- 
ism, or communication with the dead. 1 
am not talking on that subject. I wish it 
understood from the first, when I speak of 
the spirit 1 mean the higher faculties of 
mankind—the soul or mind, or whatever 
it is that thinks, and hopes, and longs, and 
suffers, and rejoices apart and above our 
physical selves.) 

This spiritual wave is indicated by the 
vast number of schools, colleges, and 
churches which are being established 
throughout the land for the teaching and 
preaching of these old but newly-awakened 
theories of the power of the spirit to con- 
quer all existing evils, 

Before we mourn over the folly and 
wickedness of the rapidly-increasing fol- 
lowers of this movement, or ridicule its 
failures, lot us see what its real tendency 
is, and try and judge from past events what 
the tendency and effect on the future may 
be. 

it is very well known, and the fact is 
often sneered at, that women are the first 
to espouse these new theories. Having 
less worldly care to occupy their minds, be- 
ing repressed from natural and free utter- 
ance of their feelings by the customs of the 
world, and endowed with more fully devel- 
oped spiritual natures than men, it is not 
to be wondered at if women are the first to 
seek and seize any new thought which seems 
to offer food and rest for their often starved

I was one of a class of over a hundred 
women last fall to listen to the teachings of 
this spirit or mind doctrine.

Wo were told that good was great- 
er than evil, that spirit ruled matter, and 
that it could cure all forms of trouble,sick- 
ness or sorrow in the world. We were 
made to think more deeply, listen more 
earnestly, and strive more ardently in the 
direction of spirit than eyer before in our 
lives. Now few, if any of us have carried 
out or proved the truth of all those remark- 
able statements heard av those lectures. 
We have not accomplished the miracles 
which we were told that we could and would 
accomplish. I will admit, tor the sake of 
argument, that no one of that number has 
fulfilled the promise of the lecture room in 
visible results to the world. But now be; 
fore you ridicule us for our wasted time 
and money, and our perverted faith, let us 
see what benefit may come to the world in 
time as the direc. result of that lecture- 
room, lt is always safe to judge the future 
from the past. 

Every intelligent person to-day admits 
chat there has been an unusual era of crime 
during the last ten years. Young children 
commit murder and suicide, sons and 
daughters kill their parents, parents slay 
their children, and whole families are 
butchered with seemingly no cause. Never 
before since America was a civilized coun- 
try has there been such a variety of con- 
atantly-occurring horrors. 

When I was a small girl I recollect being 
chided and laughed at for expressing timid- 
ity in passing through a lonely wooded way. 
I was assured that no one ever harmed good 
little girls, and that I was safe to go about 
anywhere alone. To-day no girl—child or 
woman—is safe to walk alone in any part of 
this civilized land, and our daily papers 
teom with horrible outrages and sickening 
murders of inoffensive maidens. 

Some thoughtful mind had suggested 
that this wave of crime had ita source in 
the late War of the Rebellion. During 
four while it raged, and for fully ten years 
afterward, the minds of the parents of the 
present géneration were filled with revenge 
ful and murderous emotions, While fath- 
ers fotight amid scenes of blood, mothers 
read und reread, discussed and listened to 
the tales of carnage. Unborn children re- 
ceived the impress of those violent feelings, 
and growing childron were poisoned with 
the same emotions. 

The children born during those fourteen 
yoars are now the men and women and the 
growing youths oftheland. Thoy received 
before they saw the light the impress of 
the murderer. They need only a trival 
misunderstanding or a fit of melancholy, to 
develop the propensity to kill somebody. 

I predict for the world twenty-five and 
forty years from now a generation of spirit 
ual-minded, God loving, and miracle-work 
ing men and women, 

There are hundreds of classes forming all 
over the land where the soul-creed is being 
taught and listened to. From having boon 
myself a listener in one of these classes, | 
am prepared to speak with authority, 1 
watched carefully the effect of those lectures 
on the hundred womeninmy class. Thore 
was nob one who did not go forth with 
greater pationce to meot the daily ills of 
life, greater courage and hope to overcome 
peril, greater reverence toward God, and 
charity toward man. It promised for this 

fo what the churches promise only condi- 
tionally for the next, and it lifted them out

upontheirminds that **God" means **good,”’

“The uncertainty concerning Prince Bis- 
marck’s health has become a disturbing 
| factor in the situation. The Chancellor was 
better at the beginning of the week, but 
authentic advices from Friedrichsruhe re- 
port that since Wednesday ho has suffered 
a recurrence of gout in a severe form. 

The question of making additional state 
provision for the Imperial family will come 
upinthe Reichstag in February. Apart 
from his ample allowance as King of Prussia, 
tho allowance of the Emperor from the Im- 
perial funds is only $750,000 yearly. It is 
reported that the Chancellor will inform 
the Reichstag that an additional $350,000 is 
required owing to the expenditure involved 
in the increased duties of the hond of the 
Empire. ‘The consensus of opinion is that 
some suclproyision is necessary, and that 
the swin mentioned is reasonable. 

The coming court season promises to be 
the dullesst ever known, owing to the fact 
that the period of mourning for the late 
Emperor has not expired. The seriousness 
of the Emperor's character is fast impressing 
the minds of all classes of the people. The 
decision of the Union Club, the leading 
sporting organization, not to bold races on 
Sunday, in conformity with the desire of 
| the Emperor, meets with universal approval 
throughout Germany, though it has ex- 
cited the anger of racing circles in Austria, 
between which and ths Union Club there 
has been close association, 

Early in February the Imperial tours will 
be resumed: The program has not yet been 
decided upon, but preparations now being 
made indicate that the Emporor will visit 
Alsace-Lorraine. Court Marshal Liebenau 
has been to Strasburg to arrange for ao re- 
coption there. A committee has been 
formed-to erect a memorial of the late 
Emperor Frederick on the field of Woerth. 
It expected that the Emperor will be pre- 
sent at thofoundation ceremony and that 
he will thence go to Belgium and afterward 
to England, 

The British acquisition of new territory 
in the Kingdom of Moremi, on Lake Ngami, 
rich in minerals, is regarded here as 4 
breach of the Berlin convention. This view 
is held on the ground that there was no 
virtual possession of the territory before the 
protectorate was proclaimed, German ex- 
plorers were «prospecting the lands and 
negotiating for mineral rights, when the 
territory was seized by British agents, 

The renewed growth of Socialist activ- 
ities is certain to evoke early action by the 
Reichstag to settle the Socialist laws. The 
Austro-German Socialist Congress, which 
meots to-day, will prepare o manifesto to 
the Socialists of the world. The police 
have been ordered not to interfere as long as 
the debates are not seditious. 

The defenders of Sir R. D. Morier, the 
British ambassador at St. Petersburg, assert 
thata letter exists bearing Marshal Bazaine’s 
signature, in which he absolutely denies 
holding any communication ~with Morier, 
The Cologne Gazette challenges the pro- 
duction of the letter and says that even 
against the letter it can place a statement 
freely made by Bazaine in the presence of 
German officers the effect that ho first 
heard of the movement of Gorman troops 
through advices emanating from Moricr at 
Darmstadt, 

Secret experiments with the ex- 
plese proceed successfully near Thorn. 

Experts are convinced that the explosive 
can destroy forts like the French forts 
d’arret on the frontior within a few hours, 
Tho power of the explosive will reyolution- 
ize the whole fortress system, making use 
less great fort works and neces- 
sitating movable defensive works enclosed 
in ironclad bulwarks Recent fort work 
changes in France and Russia indicate that | 
both those nations have obtained knowledge 
of the explosive. Warsaw despatches state 
that the system of General Tulebon will be 
completely abandoned and that orders hayo 
already been issued to the works at

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THE CROFTER COMMISSION. 


Farther Operntion Await the Advance of 


£10,000— Kadical Opposition. 

Lonpon, Dec. 31.—The Official Gazette 
forinally announces the appointment of the 
commission to administer the crofter coloni- 
vation movement to the Canadian North- 
west, tho personnel of which was telegraph- 
ed last week. Lord Lothian represents the 
Imperial Government, Sir Charles Tapper 
represents Canada, the Lord Provost of 
Glasgow represents the private subscribers, 
and Mr, Thomas Skinner, director, repre- 
sents the Canada Northwest Land Com- 
pany, the last named replacing Mr, Pea- 
cock, 

Mr. Edwards who formerly nominated 
the commission, has at present no funds, as 
the imperial advance of £5000 and the pri- 
vate subscriptions of £700 were practically 
consumed by last season's emigration to 
Manitoba. Further operations must await 
the sanction of Parliament next session to 
the fuil imperial advance of £10,000, 

Forty selected crofter families intend to 
emigrate in the spring if funds can be ob- 
tained. Tho Radical papers oppose the 
scheme. 


Ho Drugged the Snake, 

Radison Jolly, known negro of 
Greene county, was attacked by a large rat- 
tlesnake about three miles from here. He 
threw his bundle down ond made for the 
nearest tree, which happened to be a persim- 
mon tree loaded with ripe fruit, into which 
he quickly climbed, knocking off some of the 
ripe persimmons as he made bis way up into 
the tree.

Timing Horses by Clockwork. 

The chronograph clock, tried at the Coney 
Island meeting, should be adopted by all 
racing associations.

CABTER MEDICINS 00,, New York. 
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1888, 


The year 1888 will not go upon record 
as one of the most remarkable on the scroll 
of time. The great nations have been at 
peace with each other, and although blood 
bas been shed in hostile array, there has 
been nothing more serious thau the fight- 
ing which the British have done iu the 
mountains of India and at Suakim. Nor 
has pestilence, the greatest agency for the 
destruction of human life, slain its usual 
numbers. Accident, howeyer—disssters on 
railways and on the waters—were more than 
usually numerous during the year. We 
leave it to the statistical fiends of the big 
city dailies to spread themselves in furnish- 
ing the details. 

In Europe there have been some changes 
of rulers. Germany's aged Emperor passed 
away, full of years and of honors, His 
famovs son Frederick, although stricken 
with a mortal disease, succeeded him ; but 
after lingering for a few weeks, he too was 
borne to the tomb of his ancestors, and was 
in turn succeeded by his son William. In 
France President Grevy was forced out of 
office by the misdeeds of his son-in-law,and 
M. Oarnot was elected to the position thus 
vacated. 

On this continent a change of adminis 
tration has been decreed in the United 
States, the verdict of the electors being 
that the protective policy must be main- 
tained, Mr, Cleveland, whose attacks up- 
on the protective system wrought his un- 
doing, will be succeeded by Mr. Harrison 
early in March next. To Oanada political- 
ly the year has been of considerable impor- 
tance. The negotiations of the fishery 
treaty, its acceptance by our parliament and 
ita rejection by the political opponents of 
the administration in the Senate, and Pre- 
sident Cleveland’s subsequent threat of 
withdrawing from us the privilege of tran- 
sporting goods to or from foreign countries 

across the territories of the United States, 
are events which are fresh in the memories 
of our readers. The momentary irritation 
caused, first by the rejection of the treaty 
and later by Mr. Oleveland’s unwarranted 
threat, has passed away. The operation of 
the modus vivendi has abolished, for the 
time being, cause for dispute, and Mr. 
Cleveland has been punished for his threat. 
There is, now that political excitement has 
died out amongst our neighbors, good rza- 
son for hoping that a settlement of the mat- 
ters in dispute will be effected before the 
close of 1889. In Dominion politics the 
Conservative party have more than held 
their own, despite the adoption hy the Grit 
party of the commercial annexaticn project 
ander the specious title of ‘unrestricted 
reciprocity.” The country generally has 
had a fairly prosperous year, and ite march 
on the path of progress has not been atay- 
ed, 
In Belleville, owing to the long drought 
and alight yield following tho short crop of 
1887, the year has been rather a “lean” 
one. Still, if progress has been slow it did 
not altogether cease and the indications for 
the future are fayorable, A prominent 
event in the local annals was the comple: | 
tlon uf the water-works system, from which 
considerable advantages have already been 
derived, and the benefits arising from 
which must increase from yoar to year. 
Another most important project, which 
was moulded into practical form during 
the year was the Bay of Quinte bridgo, the 
construction of which during 1889 is now 
assured, The advantages anticipated from 
this long-needed work aro largo, and wo 
believe that they will be fully roalized by 
the people of Belleville and Prince Edward. 
The probable success of the Bolleville and 
Nipissing Railway project, a large increase 
of traffic over the Midland Railway, the 
spproaching completion of the Murray 
Canal and of our harbor improvements 
through tho appointment of a Harbor Com- 
mission, aro also events which promise to 
augment largely the prosperity of tho 
“City of the Bay” during tho coming 
year. 

In the hope that all the oxpectations thus 


seemingly well-founded may be fully real 
; that Canada may prosper ; and that 
peace, contentment and happiness may be 
universal throughout our beloved land, we 
extend to our readers the customary greet 
ing, with even more than the usual signifi 
cance, **A Happy New Year.’

Ogilvie’s Explorations—The Wukon River 
and Its Tributarics. 


Epmonton, N. W. 'T., Dec. 31.—William 
Ogilvie, who has been engaged by the Goy- 
ernment since 1887 in exploring extreme 
Northwestern Canada, has arrived, as 
already announced, at Edgerton vin Lac 
Labiche and Victoria. The route pursued 
by the party was from the Pacific Coast up 
Chilkat Inlet by steamer over the Taing 
Pass to Lake Lyndeman on the Lewis River, 
the main branchof theYukon, downthe river 
in canoes to the international Loundary line. 
It hasalways been supposed that the Lewis 
was the main of the Yukon, 
but the Hootilenqus, which joins the Lewis 
from the east about 200 miles from 
the coast, is the main stroam proper. 

The party went into camp on the Yukon, 
near tho international boundary, in the 
latter part of September. The greatest 
cold was in February, when the thermo- 
meter rogistered 57° below zero. Camp 
was struck on March 4, whenthey descended 
the Yukon 35 miles to the head of Porcupine 
River, auother of the main branches of the 
Yukon. This pass is 3200 feet above sea 
level. The Porcupine joins the main river 
at old Fort Yukon in Alaska. The Porcu 

ine was descended to its confluence with 
Bell's River, coming in from the east. This 
was ascended to a pass in the Rockies about 
84 miles long, with nothing to prevent a 
first-class railroad being built through it. 
From the east end of the pass a sinall 
mountain stream was followed to its 
junction with Peel River, flowing into the 
Mackenzie. On this stream coal of good 
quality and an abundant outcrop of asbestos 
were seen. ‘Lhe distance from the foot of 
the Rockies to where they entered the Peel 
was 17 miles ina straight line. ‘The total 
distance traveled frem the Yukon at the 
boundary to the Peel River was 318 miles, 
crossing two mountain rauges. McConnell’s 
geological survey party was met at the 

eol, 

The ascent of the Mackenzio was begun 
June 27, and the survey continued until it 
combined at ( hippewayan with tho sur- 
vey of the Peace and Athabasca Rivers 
made by Ogilvie in 1556, a distance of 1147 
miles, The only real obstacle to navigution 
was the rapids at Fort Smith. Wheat and 
barley are grown every summor at Fort 
Providence. A sample of wheat grown 
there was brought out and makes good 
flour. Mining is carried on on the Yukon 
and tributaries, and pays during three 
months of the year. Forty Mile Creek, tho 
seat of the gold excitement in 1887, unites 
with the Yukon about forty-one miles from 
the boundary.
